Writing on this subject in the Weekly Zrish 
Times, the Poultry Cotrespondent says :— 
In the White Wyandotte the eolour must be 
pure white; indeed, the plumage must be 
white to the very skin, and the legs and 
beak a bright orange. From trymg to 
get this colour in the legs the feathers 
of some of the chickens were inclined to 
become ti Some English breeders 
introduced White Dorking blood to 
remedy this defect. To keep the pure 
white in the breed no cock or hen should 
be used ih the breeding pens if they 
have the faintest tinge of yellow in the 
under feathers. The White Wyandotte 
is hardy, a good winter layer, and is 
also a eed ‘table fowl, There is nó doubt 
that they are lovely birds to see on free 
range, as the pure white looks so well 
in the green fields; and the poultry- 
keeper with a small space ean also have 
them looking well, if they are cared for 
and fed in the right way. They are not 
a difficult breed to rear; for the chickens 
ate inclined to be tame and easily 
managed. The disadvantage of keepitty 
. such a popular fowl lies in the fact t ma 
in districts where all the farmers—or 
neatly all—are keeping the. same breed, 
there is grave danger of them being bred 
from related birds. This must be 
avoided, as the result would be great loss

He denied that 
in the 207° cases of cream returned as being 
had there were tins of cream manufacture 
by another creamery. 

Mr. FrtzGerald produced a case of the 
returped cream, and the witness admitted 
that, judging by the label, the cream was 
manufactured by another creamery. 

Mr: FPitzGerald—How did that case of 
Kantoher cream come to be sent back as 
rejected fTournafulla cream?

Mr. VitzGerald said that it was remark- 
able that all the open cases contained tins 
of Kantoher cream, and that the tins of 
cream, manufagtured by the Tournafuila 
Creamery were stall in the cases that had 
never been “Opened, and nobody cculd tell 
whether they were good or not. 

Walter Thorpe, analyst, gave evidence 
i tins of cream that 
had been sent to him for analysis, and said 
that half of them were irregular. Some had 
quite lig "and others were beginning to 
liquefy. Four tins had a bitter taste, and 
three of them -were in a “stinking con- 
dition.” The former were unfit for human 
consumption, and the latter definitely 
poisonous. 

In reply to Mr. Binchy, the witness said 
that he could not say whether the tins he 
examined contained cream manufactured by 
Kantoher Creamery or the Tournafulla 
Creamery. 

Mr. McGuckin, K.C., said that this defence 
came to him as a surprise. It was the first 
time it was raised, 

William Bowers, an official of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in charge of ‘the records 
of the Dairy Produce section, was called by 
Mr. McGuckin, and stated, in reply to him, 
that he had a record of an analysis of cream 
from Tournafulla Creamery. 

Mr. FitzGerald objected that a record 
could not be evidence against his clients 
when the analyst could be produced, 


INFORMATION REFUSED. 


Mr. MoGuckin said that application had 
been made to the Department for the name 
of the gentleman who had made the analysis 
so that he could be produced, and that in- 
formation had been refused. Messrs. Bushell 
gave a sample to Mr, Conway, a member of 
the High Commissioner’s staff in London, 


‘and it was forwarded to the Department of 


Agriculture in Dublin so that an analysis 
could be made. That analysis was made, 
and it was a very serious matter that the 
Department responsible for one of the most 
important industries in the country should 
refuse to allow the Court to have the infor- 
mation at their disposal. 

Mr. Geoghegan, for the Department of 
Agriculture, said that, in order to maintain a 
high standard of agricultural produce, in- 
cluding cream and milk, they had inspections 
and analyses made for their own purposes. 
They felt that they would be hampered in 
the general conduct of their work if reports 
made solely for their own information were 
disclosed in a public court. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that it seemed to 
him to be very frank on the part of Messrs. 
Bushell,. merchants carrying on a large busi- 
ness with this country, to take a sample .

RGUMENTS were continued in the ap. 
peal to make absolute a conditional 


tion on behalf of Jeremiah Ryan, farmer, 
Ballybeg, Littleton, Co. Tipperary; Hubert 
Johnston, hackney driver, Dovea, Thurles; 
John Harty, farmer, Ballyvoneen, 'Lhurles, 
and James Cantwell, farmer and publican, 
Moyne, Co. Tipperary. ‘The applicants were 
to have been tried by the Constitution 
(Special Powers) Tribunal on a number of 
charges, including conspiracy to shoot with 
intent to murder, membership of an unlawful 
association, and unlawful assembly; but they 
obtained a conditional order of habeas corpus 
and an order prohibiting their trial by the 
Tribunal, and they sought now to have these 
orders made absolute.

A NORMAL METHOD. 


The Attorney-General, resuming his argu- 
ment, dealt at some length with the power of 
the Oireachtas to amend the Constitution, 
with special reference to their power to ex- 
tend from cight to sixteen years the period 
within which amendments to it could be made 
by way of ordinary legislation. He sub- 
mitted that the alteration of a Constitution 
by the Legislature was a normal method, 
although it usually seemed to require a two- 
thirds majority instead of a bare majority. 
In a modern community it was not practi- 
cable, as in such small communities as those 
of ancient Greece, to summon together the 
mass of the people so that they could enact 
laws. “heories of popular sovereignty might 
be discovered underlying Constitutions, but, 
in point of fact, all that a body enacting a 
Constitution could do was to provide against 
its hasty alteration. lf the body which drew 
up the Constitution chose to allow amend- 
ment to be made by ordinary legislation there 
was nothing abnormal about it. The Consti- 
tution of the Free State provided for the dis- 
solution of Parliament at regular intervals, 
and legislators had to go back to the people 
to secure approval of what they had done, 
and that was as effective a method of pre- 
venting hasty legislation as a referendum. 

Completing a survey of the Constitutions 
of other countries with regard to amend- 
ments, the Attorney-General suggested that 
neither in the works of any of the writers 
on constitutional law nor in any of the de- 
cisions of the Courts could there be found any 
justification for the argument that in the 
Irish Free State they had at last arrived at 
a method of embodying fundamental articles 
in the Constitution in such a way that they 
could not be removed ; and he submitted that 
the Court should not adopt such an argu- 
ment unless coerced to do so. 

Regarding the interpretation of the Con- 
stitution, which it was contended on behalf 
of the applicants should be adopted here, the 
Attorney-General submitted that there was 
no —— anywhere in the Constitut‘on 
itself, or in any other constitution, for the 
division of articles into fundamental and 
non-fundamental. The only distinction 
whieh could be drawn was the distinction he 
had drawn, that, with regard to certain 
articles, restrictions might be prescribed on 
the power of the Legislature in the method 
of amending them, and greater obstacles 
might be placed in the way of amending 
certain articles than in the way of amending 
others. Articles which were given that pro- 
tection one might be justified in describing 
as fundamental, but not in the sense in which 
the word was used by his friends on the 
other side. 


**NO SUCH DISTINCTION,”’ 


“My friend,” he continued, “regards 
certain articles as so fundamental that they 
cannot be changed at alt. Until there is 
another revolution, and the whole structure 
of Society is rag 8 and a new Society 
comes into being, he suggests that certain 
articles must retain their form and shape, 
and are immutable. I can find no such dis- 
tinction between various articles.” 

The Attorney-General submitted that a 
bill initiated for the yy of altering any 
of these articles would be quite within the 
competence of the Legislature. As they 
stood they might as well not be there, except 
that they laid down certain principles which 
the Legislature was to have regard to, bearing 
in mind always that the liberty of the sub- 
ject was sacred, and that the dwellinz- 
house was inviolable. These were underlying 
principles which properly found their place 
in the Constitution, but he found no ground 
for the argument that they were not as much 
subject to the recognised form of amendment 
as any other part of the Constitution. He 
went on to deal with the articles referred to 


by Counsel for the ss agree Mr. Costello 
had cited the Preamble to the Act itself as 
showing that there was a Constituent 


Assembly of the Provisional Parliament, and 
acknowledging that all authority comes from 
God to the people. 


A CONSTITUENT ASSEMBLY. 


“I do not think,” said the Attcrney- 
General, “ that the Preamble is any clear 
expression of the doctrine of the sovereignty 
of the people. The early writers of Farnce 
held that the people were supreme. I do not 
think it can be held to construe that this 
assembly was the people gathered together. 
The definition which Counsel (Mr. Costello) 
read from the Oxford Dictionary merel 
defines a Constituent Assembly as a body 
which enacts a Constitution. In the opening 
words, ‘Dail Eireann, sitting as a Con- 
stituent Assembly of this Provisional Parlia- 
ment,’ there is nothing which is not quite 
consistent with the recognition of the doctrine 
of parliamentary sovereignty as much as the 
doctrine of popular sovereignty.”’ 

Applicants’ counsel had then referred to 
Article 2—‘‘ All powers of Government and 
authority are derived from the people pf Ire- 
land, etc.” That, said the Attorney-General, 
might be a recognition of the fact that the 
people were represented by members duly 
elected. He thought it would not be strain- 
ing the point to put that body in the post- 
tion that the framers of the American and 
French Constitutions might reasonably be said 
to be in. That statement, he continued. was 
still consistent with the doctrines that the 
Parliament itself was to be supreme. 


A SORT OF PACT. 


A great deal of reliance, he said, had been 
placed upon Article 3. There was a sugges- 
tion—he did not know whether he could 
treat it seriously—that this Constitution was

some sort of pact or agreement between per- 
sons who were domiciled here and would 
become citizens; that this Article contained 
some forms of undertaking that if these people 
accepted citizenship they were guaranteed cer- 
tain rights, and that any attempt to alter 
the Articles which protected these rights was 
a breach of contract, and so on. He (Attor- 
ney-General) saw nothing in Article ó to jus- 
tify such a conclusion—there was nothing 
wiore in this Article than a provision as re- 
gards citizenship—a normal point of munici- 
pal law. Counsel for the applicants had gone 
on to say that the fundamental principle 
which he first discovered in Article ó was 
stauted with precision in Article 8, and ran 
right through the Constitution. They had ii 
again in Articles 47, 48 and 50, and Mr. Cos- 
tello had based his argument on the conten- 
tion that this Constitution was definitely a 
contract with the minority here. University 
representation Mr. Costello had also men- 
tioned as part of the same body of Articles 
which formed what might be described as a 
Constitution within the Constitution. 


PROTECTION OF 
MINORITIES. 


There was nothing in these Articles, said 
the Attorney-General, to suggest that there 
was this fundamental provision for protection 
of minorities. There was throughout the Con- 
stitution certaia principles laid down that 
there should be tolerance for all creeds and 
classes, but beyond that, he submitted, the 
Constitution did not go; and he suggested 
that these particular Articles were just as 
freely capable of amendment as any other 
Articles of the Constitution. He thought it 
very unlikely, judging. from the history of 
this country, that any body would wish to 
take out of the Constitution these declara- 
tions with regard to telerance of all creeds 
and classes; but he submitted that if the 
Legislature. desired to amend them now, or 
the people later, if there was a referendum, 
they were perfectly free, to do se, and that 
there was no greater sanctity about them than 
any other Articles in the Constitution 


FLEXIBLE AND 
DEMOCRATIC, 


Mr. Gavan Duffy, following on the same 
side, dealt with the character, origin and 
authority of the Constitution, and said that 
Article 50 was absolutely in harmony with 
the spirit of the Constitution. He outlined 
propositions emerging from his argument: 
that the Constitution during the first eight 
years was very flexible; that it was demo- 
cratic in the best sense of the word and pro- 
claimed its governing principle in clear 
language; that it was enacted by Dail 
Eireann, Dail Eireann being in 1922 the esd 
lawful authority speaking for the whole [ris 
people; that it gave to the Legislature, and 
especially to Dail Eireann, a position of 
authority rare in post-war Europe at a time 
when a national assembly would have been 
impossible, and it placed legal sovereignty 
with the representatives of the people; that 
the scope of the amending power 18 co- 
extensive with the Constitution itself; that 
the Constitution gave the Oireachtas the 
widest power of amendment for eight years 
for obvious reasons—first, because the Con- 
stitution was prepared in haste under a time 
limit; secondly, because it was necessarily 
tentative in certain respects; and thirdly, 
because it trusted the Oireachtas; and that 
there was no warrant in the Constitution or 
in law for any distinction in the power to 
amend as between one article and another. 
After twelve years his ‘‘learned and 
exuberant friend, Mr. Costello,” had dis- 
covered. 

“That's the first time I have been called 
exuberant,’’ said Mr. Costello. [(Laughter.) 


A LAWYER OR A 


DICTIONARY. - 


Mr. Gavan Duffy continued that Mr. 
Costello had discovered a great many things 
about the Constitution which were not known 
to those who assisted at the making of it. 
For the first time it was stated that Dail 
Eireann, sitting as a Constituent Assembly, 
was composed of neophytes, who could “not 
say in plain language what they had to say, 
and that the Provisional Government in their 
perilous incursion into the constitutional 
domain had ne sure guide to hold their hand. 
“I ask myself,” said counsel, “under what 
guise that argument would be presented if it 
ever came to be presented to the Supreme 
Court?” (Laughter.) They had been told 
that the post-Treaty Government, in passing 
amendment after amendment over a series of 
years, had made the most appalling mistakes 
for want of a constitutional lawyer, and that 
the sole guide to what an Irish Constitution 
should be was an English dictionary. (Laugh- 
ter.) The fact was that the Oireachtas had 
been put in a gy per position by the 
Constitution. r. Costello had told them 
that a cardinal feature of the Constitution 
was the protection it accorded to Southern 
Unionists—the Protestant minority. Article 
82 was a conclusive answer to that conten- 
tion, providing as it did that there should 
be thirty nominated members in the 
first Seanad to give assurance to a 
minority that at the time might have been 
apprehensive. But that special nomination 
disappeared completely after the first period, 
and the minority were left to take their 
place in the nation without any special pro- 
tection. They had been told that popular 
sovereignty was the basis of the Free State 
Constitution, but they were not told what 
popular sovereignty was, except that it ceased 
to be sovereign as soon as it put its funda- 
mental principles on paper and had produced 
a Constitution so chaotic, such a conglomera- 
tion of enigmas, that no one—not even Mr. 
Costello—could say which articles were funda- 
mental and which were not. 


VARIED CONSTITUTIONS, 


In the State of Illinois the working of 
elevators was made an article of the Con- 
stitution; in Switzerland gaming houses and 
Jesuits were alike prohibited á the Con- 
stitution; constitutions varied according tc 
the mood of the moment and the climate; 
but, in general, all articles of a constitution 
were equally fundamental. In eighty years 
there had been eleven different Constitutions 
in France and eleven different oaths of 
Allegiance, until, in 1875, the intelligent 
French ple came to the conclusion that 
it was time to abolish oaths of allegiance. 

The Dail took upon itself to give the 
country a real Constitution. For the ‘safe 
of making certain that the British Govern- 
ment would recognise what was done ard 
hand over all it had to hand over ‘t was 
necessary that the form should be followed 
of having a provisional parliament which they 
would condescend to recognise. This was 
the form it had to go through in order ta 
make sure that the British would disgovge. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy analysed various a~ticles 
of the Constitution culminating in Article 12, 
which, he said, was the first and the principal 
vesting of practical authority. In his snh- 
mission, Article 12 meant that the legal 
sovereignty was vested in the Oireachtas, 
which derived that sovereignty from the 
people. The sole and exclusive wer of 
making laws for the Irish Free State was 
vested in the Oireachtas. That article alone 
would have been enough to authorise the 
legislature to amend on account of the absence 
of any veto on amendment, 

The Dail, he said, had a very pre-eminent 
position all through this Constitution, and 
a position that, they would not find in any of 
the British Constitutions. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy had not concluded his 


argument when the Court adjourned until 
to-day.

ARMED RAIDERS 
BEAT WORKERS. 


MEN BOUND AND 
GAGGED. 
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TWO MEN CHARGED: 
WITH OFFENCE. - 


T the Dublin Cireuit Crimiaat Court 
A yesterday, before Judge Davitt and a 
: jury, two 1 
Ward, cleaner, Merrion road, and Brian 
Kelly, whose address was not given, were 
charged with having, on June 16, at the de 
Selby Quarries, Jobstown, intimidated and 
assaulted Michael Cawley, Walter Ball, and 
Thomas Mulree, who worked at the quarries, 
They were also chargd with possession of 
revolvers and ammunition without permits, 
and with intent to endanger life. 

Mr. P. Lynch, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Connolly, for the State, said that at the 
time of the raid there was some difference 
between the employer and some of the em- 
ployés at the de Selby yeni 

James Boyle, taxi driver, rear of 31 
Upper Baggot street, gave evidence that two 
men engaged his taxi, and told him to drive 
to Westland row. He pulled up opposite the 
station. Three men came from the direction 
of the station and got into the car, and one 
of them said: “' Drive on to Bray.” Wit- 
ness drove them along Stillorgan road, and 
near Foster avenue one of them alighted. 
This man, who had a revolver, ordered him 
into the back of the car, where witness was 
blindfolded and put sitting on the floor. The 
men seemed to have what looked like red 
paint on their faces. One of his captors 
iriviug, the taxi proceeded for about twenty 
minutes. It stopped again, and the men got 
out. One of them was told to stay with 
witness, who heard three shots before the 
var was driven away. Soon after witness 
was put out of the taxi. 


ASKED ABOUT STRIKE, 


Witness identified two pieces of cardboard 

which, he said, looked like a parcel the 
two men were carrying at St. Stephen a 
Green. : 
Michael Cawley, replying to Mr. Lynch, 
said that, while he was working at the gate 
of the quarries with Walter Ball and Thomas 
Mulree, a green taxi with a new appearance 
pulled up. Five men got out of it. One 
asked whether there was a strike on there. 
Witness replied that there was no strike 
there, but that there was one in the tile de- 
partment. 3 

Mr. Lynch—As a matter of fact, there was 
no strike in the tile department? 

Witness—There was no strike at any time. 

Witness, continuing, said that the men pro 
duced revolvers, cae told witness and the 
men with him to get over along the ditch and 
put up their hands. They marched witness 
and his companions into the shade of the 
hedge, tied their hands behind their backs, 
and blindfolded them with the material pro- 
duced in court. They then beat them round 
the arms and chests with the butts of the re- 
volvers. Mr. Ball’s wife came on the scene 
and said: ' What are these dirty swine 
doing to you?” 

One of the men told her to get back, and 
she declined ; whereupon he stepped back and 
fired three shots over their heads. Another 
of the men stepped back and fired three shots 
_ Ward was one of the men who fired the 
shots. 


WITNESS CROSS-EXAMINED. 


Cross-examined by Ward, witness said that 
he had not been in a trade union, as he 
started work on April 5 only.

Witness—None whatever. 

Walter Ball, foreman and caretaker, corro- 
borated. He identified Ward and Kelly as 
the men who fired shots. Witness was five 
years at the de Selby Quarries, and was three 
years a member of the trade union. 

Cross-examined by the accused man, 
Kelly, the witness said that he had served in 
the British Army, but never was in the Black 
and Tans. When he left the Army he went 
to work, and was supporting a wife and 
family. i 

Thomas Mulree gave similar evidenca. 

Sergeant J. Lyons, Tallaght, said that 
Cawley, Ball and Mulree bore the marks of 
a beating when he saw them at the quarries. 

Detective Sergeant J. Berry gave evidence 
that Ward, when charged, said he did not 
recognise the Court. Kelly, arrested at 
Harold’s Cross, made no reply when cau- 
tioned. 

This closed the case for the State. 

Addressing the jury, Ward said that it 
was a well-known fact that his sympathies 
lay with the struggle to maintain proper 
wages for workers. A poor working man 
such as he could not afford to pay counsel 
to fight his case. 


“ A LAUDABLE ACTION,” 


Kelly, addressing the jury, said that was 
a British court, and he did not recognise it. 
He was brought there because he was an 
Irish Republican. While not suggesting that 
he had anything to do with the raid, he was 
in thorough agreement with the attack on 
the de Selhy quarries, and: he considered it 
““a laudable and a praiseworthy action ” on 
the part of the men who did it. It com- 
mended itself to every Irish Republican 
whose sole aim was the freedom of his 
country and ‘‘ the complete extermination ~f 
the forces of capitalism and exploitation,”’ 

Judge Davitt, summing up, said there was 
nd doubt whatever from the evidence that 
somebody committed the offences with which 
the two accused men were charged, and if 
they were in that party they were guilty of 
the offences. 

The jury had nothing whatever to do with 

litical issues in that case. He did not 

now what the politics of the jurors were, 

nor did he care. That did not matter, and 
the jurors were not to allow their political 
sympathies to weigh with them in the 
slightest degree in this case. 

“1 sincerely hope,” he said, ‘‘ phat it is 
not part of the policy. of the Republican 
party in this country to sanction hinge of 
this eer erty dss people up with their hands 
behind their backs and, while they are help- 
less, to beat them on the shoulders with 
the butts of revolvers. This country has 
had a lamentable history in many ways. 
Reference has been made to the Black and 
Tans. Surely it is not the = of the 
Republican Party nor of any decent element 
in this country to imitate the Black and 
Tans in that fashion,”’ 


JUDGE AND PRISONER, 
One of the prisoners, proceeded Judge 


Davitt, said that he did not recognise the 


Court. e had, nevertheless, taken a con- 
siderable part in the trial. He had 
cross - examined witnesses and had 


suggested in respect of practically. every 
Gas that he was am Blue Shirt 
or a Black and 'Tan or in the pay of the 
police. That suggestion, said Judge Davitt, 
had been made from the dock under cover. 
There was not a particle of evidence to 
sustain it, nor had the person who made that 
suggestion “got the guts”’ to go into the 
chair and give evidence. He made that sug- 
gestion from the safe precincts of the dock. 

This attack, continued the judge, had been 
made on the witnesses, and every one of them 
denied the truth of the suggestions con- 
tained in it, and it was for the jury to say 
whether they paid the slightest attention to 
suggestions made in that. fashion. 

“ Tf this sort of thing is allowed to go on,”’ 
remarked Judge Davitt, '“what happened to 
these three men may be your turn at any 
time. Your only protection will be to resort 
to the courts; give similar evidence to that 
given by these men; identify your assfilant, 
and trust to a jury to see that law and order 
are kept in this country.” 

Kelly, from the dock, repeated that ha 
did not recognise that Court, and referred 
to “the base methods adopted by anti. 
Republicans to hound down and convict 
Republicans at all costs.’’

NINE CORK MEN 
CHARGED. 


STRIKING EVIDENCE 
BEFORE TRIBUNAL. 


HE adjourned case in which nine young 
men were charged in connection with 
incidents arising out of the holding of 

a dance in Leap, Co. Cork, on February 4th 
last, came again before the Military Tribunal, 
sitting at Collings Barracks, Dublin, yester-. 


ay. 
The accused men were :—Daniel Keohane 
(jun.), Kilfinnan; Patrick Burns, Tullig; 
atrick Daly, Tulli ; James Keane, Cashel ; 
James Mahoney, Dunscullib; Charles Cun- 
ningham, Barleyhill; John Connolly, Drinagh ; 
William McCarthy, Carrigbawn, and Patrick 
Sullivan, Clounties. 

On July 11 they pleaded not guilty to 
charges of having assaulted Guards Mac- 
Manus and Mulhall at Leap, Co, Cork, on 
February 4; of wilfully damaging the Guards’ 
barrack by throwing stones and breaking a 
pane of glass, and of conspiracy to assault 
the Guards and damage the barrack. Eight 
of the prisoners had been charged with 
forcibly rescuing the ninth—Daniel Keohane— 
from custody of Guard Mulhall, 

On that occasion an application by the de- 
fending counsel for an adjournment had been 
granted. 

Mr. K. Haugh (instructed by Mr. J. S. 
O'Connor) prosecuted for the Attorney- 
General; Mr. J. Kavanagh (instructed by 
Mr. J. T. Wolfe, Skibbereen) appeared for 
McCarthy, and Mr. E. O'Mahony (instructed 
by Mr. M. Harrington, Clonakilty) for the 
other accused men. 

An application. for a separate trial for 
William McCarthy, on the grounds that there 
was no evidence of conspiracy on his part, 
was refused. 


PRISONER RESCUED, 


Garda MacManus, Leap, stated that on 
leaving the local hall at 11.25 p.m. on Feb. 
4, where a dance was in progress, he saw a 
crowd outside. They were shouting. He 
returned to the hall later, and while he was 
there a man named John Keohane, who was 
shouting and seemed to be drunk, pushed his 
way in. When the witness told him to be 
quiet he refused.. He continued shouting 
when he was put outside. 

“I told him,” said witness, “that if he 
would not go home I would arrest him, and 
then he struck me in the face with his fist. 
When I was bringing him to the barrack a 
crowd gathered round. 
away when Daniel Keohane rushed in and 
struck me on the right eye.” 

Continuing, witness said that, with two 
other Gardai, he dispersed the crowd and re- 
turned to the hall, where he saw John 
Keohane, and caught hold of him. The crowd 
then pushed him. into the hall; Daniel 
Keohane struck him on the face again, and 
the defendants Cunningham and Sullivan 
struck him on the arm. He had to release 
John Keohane again, but he later caught him 
outside the hall. The prisoner was taken to 
the barracks and placed in a cell. The wit- 


'ness returned to the hall with Gardai Mulhall 


and D. O. Connolly, and they took Daniel 
Keohane into custody. The crowd rescued 
the prisoner and he got away. The prisoner 
McCarthy shouted, “‘ Fall in the I.R.A.,” and 
the crowd formed fours and marched towards 
the barrack. There were between thirty and 
forty men in the crowd. They shouted, ‘‘ Re- 
lease Keohane,”’ “‘ Break the barracks,’’ and 


“Up the 1.R.A.” 
DREW REVOLVER. 


Stones were fired at the barracks, continued 
the witness, and a pane of glass was broken. 
When D. O. Connolly drew his revolver and 
fired three shots in the air, McCarthy shouted, 
** We are not afraid of your shots in the air; 
we have got guns, too, and we shall use 
them.” McCarthy later told the crowd to 
return to the hall and they departed. 

Cross-examined by Mr, Kavanagh, the wit- 
ness said that he had been on leave when he 
had first entered the hall. He had paid for 
admission. 

To Mr. O’Mahony, the witness denied that 
he was trying to take off his coat to fight at 
the dance hall, or that three girls tried to 
prevent him from doing so. “The three 
grmris,” he said, “were trying to keep the 
crowd from attacking me.”’ 

The President—At what time do you say 
the three girls were trying to stop the crowd 
from attacking you’!—About 11.50, when I 
was trying to arrest John Keohane. 

To further questions by Mr. O'Mahony, the 
witness denied that he was at any time shout- 
ing that he would fight for a wager. He had 
not taken any drink that day. His scarf and 
coat were pulled off him by the crowd. 

Mr. 0! Maheuy—Mades Keohane was sum- 
moned, but was not proceeded against.—Yes. 

In your opinioa, she was the most violent? 
—She was the one who started the rescue of 
John Keohane. i 

Guard N. Mulhall, Rockchapel, Co. Cork, 
gave similar evidence. He stated that he 
saw Daniel Keohane strike Guard McManus, 
and Keohane then struck witness. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Kavanagh, the wit- 
ness denied that he had any drink taken on 
that day. 

D. O. Connolly gave evidence that while 
the crowd were throwing siones at the 
barracks he fired three shots in the air. Some- 
one said, “ You can fire away; we have guns, 
too.” McCarthy told the crowd to have 
sense and to go back to the hall, and they 
did so. The witness kad complimented 
McCarthy on what he had done. 

Guard Michael Slattery said that he was 
barrack orderly on the occasion, and while 
John Keohane was detained a number of 
men called and said, “We want John 
Keohane; let him out ” The witness 
succeeded in closing the door against them.

Flower Paintings. 


The Royal Horticultural Society’s first 
annual exhibition of flower paintings, 
which closed last week at the Metropolitan 
School of Art, was a great success. Many 
of the works were sold, and these realised 
about £200.

Dr. Edward Bohane, Director of the Horse

the exhibition to be hung at the Horse 
Show. About 200 pictures from among the 
works exhibited at the School of Art will 
now be sent to Ballsbridge for exhibition 
in the Pembroke Hall during Show Week. 
Already the fame of the exhibition has 
spread so rapidly that artists all over the 
world intend to contribute next year. 


Pounders. 


I see that rounders will be one of the 
games played in Dublin next September, 
during the Golden Jubilee celebrations of 
the Gaelic Athletic Association. I think a 
real effort should be made to revive this old 
Irisk game, which is said to have been the 
original of baseball. It should be easy to 
make rounders popular once more through- 
out the country. It is not as fast or as 
dangerous as its American descendant, 
baseball, but, for all that, it is thrilling 
enough, and should be especially suitable 
for youngsters at school and hurlers who 
are getting too old to wield the caman, If 
it is not too late for the G.A.A celebrations, 
it would not be a bad idea at all to arrange 
a match. between a team of Irish-American 
baseball players and a team of Irish players 
of rounders, in much the same way as 
Scottish shinty players oppose Irish 
hurlers during the Tailteann Games. There 
would be many aspirants for the American 
side. Some of the best-known exponents 
of the national game in the U.S.A. just now 
are of Irish birth .or descent. Im fact, of 
the 200 players, managers and coaches in 
the American Baseball League last season, 
it was estimated that no less than eighty- 
four had Irish blood in their veins! 


Clogher Head. 


Those people who admit that they never 
heard of Clogher Head village, in Louth, 
until a certain film producer selected it as 
a setting for many of his “ shots,” may 
be interested to know that fifty years ago 


it was a comparatively important place. 
At Port-a-Wadda, near by, there was a 
building yard where yawls and small 
schooners were built and launched, and 
afterwards carried cargoes of sheep and 
lambs to Liverpool. oggin-making was 
another local industry, and this has not 
altogether disappeared. Ropes and lines 
were manufactured at Clogher Head, and, 
though this industry is practised there no 
ionger, its memory still remains in the 
name of a path in the vicinity, called 
Dicky’s lane after a well-known character, 


Dicky the Linesman, whose home-made 


ropes were very popular with owners of 
boats. The art of making nets and lobster 
pots is still handed down from father to 
son among the fishermen of Clogher Head. 


Clogher Head Customs. 


Old customs die hard in this Louth 
village;-some of them re‘use to perish. 
Two of the longest-lived of these echoes 
from the past are connected with 
marriage, though there are several others. 
‘* Burning the flams’’ has for many years 
been indulged in by the friends of the 
bridal pair, just as horn-blowing is still 
practised in some Midland districts. At 
Clogherhead rags soaked in oil are 
fastened to the ends of sticks and carried 
aloft as torches to light the homeward 
path of the happy pair. Another marriage 
custom decrees that the day shall be spent 
at Blackrock, near Dundalk. The return- 
ing bridal party must halt about four 
hundred yards from the new home, and 
wait while one of its number runs to the 
house and gets a bottle of water to which 


a little whiskey has. been added. The jf 


bride sips the liquid and hands the bottle 
to the others; when it has been emptied 
she throws it over her left shoulder. At 
the door of the house a neighbour woman 
breaks a loaf of bread above the brides 
head, and her well-wishers feel that they 
have done everything possible to ensure 
her future happiness and freedom from 
financial care. 


Ghe Continental Couch. 


Near Dun Laoghaire Harbour is a small 
tavern that can compete with anything 
that the Déme or the Café Royal has to 
offer. It is the meeting place of that 
intellectual gathering, the Dublin Bay 
yacht owners. It may be seen at its best 
on Saturday evenings at about six o’clock. 
when the exhausted seamen come in from 
their labours in the Bay. There are 
usually so many exhausted seamen that 
the revivers must be introduced at the 
door by the bartender, and then passed 
from hand to hand till they reach their 
destination. 

At the moment there is a gramophone, 
supplied by the crew of a German boat, 
which gives the necessary atmosphere of 
continental culture, since all the records 
are German. A number of native yacht 
owners are fluent German speakers, so 
that conversation is carried on in two 
languages. ) 

Here are all the ingredients for a 
successful café—a constant  clientéle, 
music, distinguished foreigners, and a 
hard day’s work to be discussed. The 
place itself is historic—travellers on the 
old paddle boats used to dine there before 
starting on their journey, and there is a 
collection of old pewter that is as good as 
any that I have yet seen.

POSSIBILITIES OF 
FUTURE IN DUBLIN.

THE RECENT PURCHASE 
OF ELM PARK. 


—— 


éé ITH the rapid development of air 
WV transport it is not at all unlikely 
that within a very short period 
urgent cases of illness may be conveyed to our 
city hospitals by aeroplane, and Elm Park 
grounds and mansion, which have been re- 
cently purchased by the Board of St. Vincent's 
Hospital, Dublin, offer adequate facilities for 
this purpose. 

This was the view expressed by a well- 
known city medical practitioner in the course 
of an interview with an Jrish Times repre- 
sentative regarding the future of Elm Park. 

The grounds at Elm Park consist of about 
50 acres, and it is understood that the 
authorities of St. Vincent’s Hospital, owing 
to the difficulties in securing adequate 
facilities for the extension of the present 
institution in St. Stephen’s Green, purchased 
the grounds with the intention of erecting an 
up-to-date hospital which will provide accom. 
modation for about 250 beds, in addition to 
nursing home accommodation, dispensary 
services, etc. 


HOSPITAL EXTENSION. 


The cost of such an institution would be, 
roughly, a quarter of a million pounds. 

Although no definite plans have yet been 
made, it is understood frat negotiations are 
under way with the Hospitals’ Trust Com- 
mittee in connection with the matter. 

At all events, it has been definitely ascer- 
tained that plans for such a scheme could not 
be undertaken for some years. 

Owing to the rapidly increasing work of 
the city hospitals, extension is absolutely 
necessary in most cases, and, as far as St. 
Vincent’s is concerned, there is no room for 
expansion, and one of the great advantages 
of the site at Elm Park is its ideal 
situation as regards fresh air and its close 
proximity to the seaside. 


AN AIR BASE. 


On the other hand, it was pointed out, that 
with modern development and transport Elm 
Park was, practically speaking, in the centre 
of the city, and with up-to-date ambulances, 
which are at present in operation in the city, 
patients could be removed to Elm Park in 
about five minutes—almost as quickly as they 
are at present being brought from various 
parts of the city to hospital. 

Roterring to the possibilities of Elm Park as 
as an alr base, our informant said that the 
srl provided ample facilities for the 
anding and taking off of aeroplanes, and it 
might not be out of place to say that, with 
an up-to-date hospital! erected on these grounds, 
provision could be made for the arrival of 
urgent cases by aeroplane. 


LORD MAYOR'S VIEWS. 
Referring to the purchase of Elm Park, the 
Lord Mayor of Dublin, in the course of an 
interview, said that he hoped that it was 
not the intention of the authorities of St, 
Vineent’s Hospita: to remove the activities of 

the hospital in its entirety to Elm Park. 
“The loss of St. Vincent’s Hospital from 
‘ts present situation would be an irreparable 
off? to the city,” he said, “ and I sincerely 
Q* that its full activities will not be re-

WHAT ULSTER IS THINKINC 
- NORTH'S CALL TO THE SOUTH. 
(By NORTHMAN.) oe, 


‘HE article by An t-Ultach in the /rish 

' Times of the 10th inst. bas not passed 

unnoticed in the North of Ireland. That 
does not mean that the idea which it pro- 
ounds is approved in Ulster Unionist circles. 
aite the contrary. The fact that there has 
been no reply even of a semi-official kind ex- 
pressing the Ulster viewpoint can be 
attributed to two reasons. irst, all those 
who speak with authority in the North 
have been busy during “The Twelfth” ex- 
unding the perfections of the Northern 
onstitution and explaining why it should 
be maintained. Secondly, the suggestion, so 
often é “ra in the South, that the border 
ghould be abolished and North and South 
united, has ceased to have any interest in the 
North. In fact, the idea under present con- 
ditions, and with the avowed aim of an Irish 
Republic in the background, is regarded as 
fantastic. 
the realm of practica! politics. 

Now, when this is said, there is much in 
the article of An t-Ultach which is com- 
mendable It is all to the good that the 
problem should i+ exemined in the spirit of 
yy á and sincer-*’. It is for this reason 
that I essay the task of trying to explain 
the Northern viewpoint and put forward 
what I believe is the North's call to the Free 
State in the present circumstances. Like 
An t-Ultach, will state my credentials, 
so that there wili be no misconception. 

Í am a Northern Protestant, of Western 
Protestant parentage, brought up in the 
Ulster tradition. In recent years my profes- 
sion has brought me into close touch with the 
leaders of all political parties in the North. 
Both by choice and profession I look upon 
politics from a detached viewpoint, seeing 
the good and bad in all policies. I am ani- 
mated by a desire to assist anything that is 
for the good of the people as a whole, 
irrespective of creed or politics. .It is, thére- 
ore, .as an observer and expositor that I 
approach this question. My one object is to 
try and explain the Northerner to the 
Southerner, for it is quite plain to me that the 
latter has very wrong conceptions of the 
former, and still greater misconceptions of 
his ‘political outlook. Yet, unless each 
understands the other, and his posi- 
tion, there can be no advance. 
I will try and follow An t-Ultach’s line of 
argument, removing some ‘wrong impressions 
and putting forward a solution which I be- 
lieve would please the North and materially 
help the South, even if it did not attain the 
full measure of its national ideal. 


' UNITY ON UNITY. 

First of all, he asks, is unity desirable. 
The North would reply, “ Yes, if it did not 
destroy the unity of the United Kingdom, 
for that to them is more important, as I 
will show in a moment, than merely the 
unity of Ireland. Therefore, we get the 
formula : The greater the unity of the United 
Kingdom the greater will be the unity of 
Ireland. It is. quite true, as An t-Uitach 
declares, that men are governed more by 
sentiment than ever they care to admit, 
but there is just this difference be- 
tween North and South: In the North 
‘“‘sentiment’’ and  ‘‘ materialism” o 
hand-in-hand in the one direction. In the 
South, judging by the trade returns, 
sentiment and materialism go in opposite 
directions. They may press on with senti- 
ment, but the material loss is bound to be 
heavy. The North’s real sentiment is for 
complete unity of these islands. It is opposed 
to a “Back to Westminster ” movement at 
present, because they think it might prove a 
means of side-tracking it into the Free State. 
But if the Free State freely and frankly re- 
turned to a uniform system of government for 
these islands Ulster would gladly give up its 
Parliament to-morrow. I do not think that 
is likely to happen, although it must not 
be forgotten that a united government oí 
these islands would not be quite the same as 
the United Kingdom before the War. The 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland—to give it its full title—is 
not now a Free Trade country, but is deter- 
mined to keep, as far as possible, its markets 
for its own farmers. 

farmer would be as much their 
farmer as a Yorkshire farmer 
or a farmer in Ulster or Ayrshire. 
But, as I say, I do not think it is possible now 
to get Irishmen even to examine the possi- 
bility of a re-united Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland in the light of one 
Parliament for these islands, even though the 
material advantages are more attractive than 
they were before. 


A CUSTOMS UNION. 


In the view of Ulster opinion, the next 


"best, thing would be a Customs Union between 


Great Britain and Ireland. It is well known 
that the Irish Convention split upon this 
uestion of Customs Union. The Northern 
elegates wished to remain within the 
British Customs Union; the Southern dele- 
ates desired, in any Home Rule scheme, that 
reland should have control of its Customs, 
or, in other words, Dominion status. That 
was all right so long as Great Britain was a 
free trade country. I often wonder what view 
the Irish Convention would have taken if 
Britain was then a tariff country and im- 
posing tariffs and quotas on Dominion 
exports. Probably there would have 
been a good deal more sympathy for 
the Ulster viewpoint. The maintenance of 
fiscal union with Great Britain is vital to 
the North, where there are half a dozen of 
the largest industrial establishments of their 
kind in the world. It is even more essential 
now that Ulster should be in ‘‘on the ground 
floor’ in the British market when agricul- 
tural development is proceeding as it 18 1n 
Great Britain. The assurance of the British 
Minister of Agriculture to Northern agricul- 
turists recently that “our market is your 
market ’’ is a full and complete justification 
for Northern Ireland’s insistence throughout 
that it should remain part of the British fiscal 
union. In this matter Northern business 
acumen has scored a signal victory, just as 
it has in regard to shipbuilding, for there 
is in its yards thirteen vessels under 
construction, or one uarter of the 
total new tonnage in the British Isles. The 
North is deriving the full advantage of the 
new agricultural marketing schemes in Great 
Britain for pigs, potatoes, beef, milk and 
other commodities. Her farmers are treated 
in the same way as Yorkshire or Kent 
farmers, or nearly so, and, for the first time 
in their experience, they see opening before 
them the possibility of great prosperity, Are 
they likely to give up this prosptct to Join 
with the Free State? Does it not rather 
suggest that the Free State farmer should 
follow the example of his Northern fellow- 
countryman and get back to the British fiscal 
union’? That, in fact, is the call which the 
North sends to the South, and it has within 
it the germ of close co-operation between 
North and South. It is not for the North to 
suggest how it should be done. But, no 
matter how it is done, there Are one or twa 
matters, from the Northern viewpoint, which 


“are important and should not be overlooked 


if there is any real desire for co-operation 
with the North, 

It might be achieved through a Customs 
Union with Great Britain, by a Free-trade 
agreement between both countries, a negoti- 
ated trade settlement ony going back to ac- 
ceptance of terms somewhat similar to those 
of the Government of Ireland Act. 


ULSTER’S ALTERNATIVE. 

The latter alternative is the one which 
Northern opinion, if it had any say in the 
matter—which it has not and does not de 
sire—would favour. Why? Because Ulster 
—and I use the word for brevity—believes 
that now it has a much better material status 
and standing than it would have even as part 
of a Dominion. Tt has the free run of the 
best market in the world, which no Dominion 
It has a representation in 
the Central Parliament to see that it gets a 
fair shere of the advantages of unity. It has 
control of its own loca] services, like educa- 
tion, local government, labour administration 
and, above all, police for the pre- 
servation of law and order and 
a guarantee of security, It has all 
the autonomy it desires, together with the 
advantages of unity and an open market of 
50 million: people In fact, it is making the 
best of both worlds. Can the Free State offer 
anything to compare with it? Ulster thinks 
not. 

Of course, An t-Ultach will reply: But the 
Government of Ireland Act is breaking down, 
Ulster is bankrupt. It is living on doles 
from Great Britain! He need not delude 
himself; for there is nothing further from 
the truth. Ulster has balanced its Budget 
since the Northern Government was estab- 
lished, not, from doles from Britain or loans, 


but from its own revenue and reserves. In ,

Britain’s. It is true that last year the 
revenue did not meet expenditure and the 
Budget had to draw upon reserves, im 

a rate on local authorities transferring to them 
some of the cost of educational services, but 
here agent it is all Northern revenue, and neither 
doles from Britain nor loans. It is true that 
a re-adjustment of the financial arrangements 
with Britain is desirable, so that all surplus 
revenue does net go to ee services, but 
some reserved to meet the deficits in bad 
revenue years. That is a technical matter of 
‘adjustment, but does not affect the main 
contention that Ulster has paid its way. It 
hopes to continue to pay its way with the 
new valuations, greater assistance from local 
authorities, and an improvement in trade and 
income tax yield. 

Again, it may be asked what about the 
unemployment assistance from Britain and 
the pena voted by the British Parliament? 
With regard to the first. a mistake was made 
probably in setting up a separate Unemploy- 
ment Fund in Northern Ireland, but this was 
rectified, at least to a great extent, by the 
re-insurance agreement imate the British 
and Northern Unemployment Funds, Before 
that agreement was made the Northern Un- 
employment Fund ran into debt to 
the extent of £3,000,000, but this has 
been funded, and is being liquidated over a 
period of 30 years from Northern Ireland 
resources as can be seen in Hansard. After the 
agreement a further debt of £3,000,000 was 

led up against the Unemployment Fund. 
pon. this was also funded over a period 
of, I think, forty years, and the canst con - 
ments are again being met from atnitale 
Northern Ireland resources (again see 
Hansard). The new. Unemployment Act 
makes the Unemployment. Fund self-support- 
ing in future, and those outside the unem- 
ployment scheme and those who have ex- 
hausted their benefits are to be assisted by a 
new authority, the Public’ Assistance Board, 
supported jointly by the Northern Govern- 
ment and local authorities. With regard to 

rants voted from the British Parliament, Mr. 
iooper, Financial Secretary in the British 
Parliament, the other day, stated that the only 
grants were those statutory obligations in the 
Government of Ireland Act for the Provision 
of the Northern Parliament House and Law 
Courts. which the United Kingdom Parlia- 
ment undertook to provide, and the unem- 
loyment agreement for mutual assistance. 
he only grants to Northern Ireland 
outside these were the grants-in-aid 
and £1,200,000 in 1924-5 
-6, respectively, in connection with 
Special Constabulary. When an effort was 
made by force to drive the North into the 
Free State before its own Parliament was 
roperly established a special police force was 
mise, ó organised to withstand the attack, 
which it did successfully. The British Govern- 
ment recognised that it was its duty to hand 
over Northern Ireland to the new Govern- 
ment under proper law and order coxditions, 
and so paid for the Special Constabulary in 
the years mentioned. This was due to a 
foolish and expensive experiment engineered 
from the South. As if Irishmen, either North 
or South, could be forced by terrorism or 
Black-and-Tanism to tread a path they did 
not wish to go! 
WHICH MOST FANTASTIC? 

I know quite well that to ardent Republi- 
cans the suggestion that the Free State should 
return to the Government of Ireland Act posi- 
tion is fantastic. But it is not my task 
to gratify ardent Republicans, but to 
show what Ulster is thinking. I can assure 
them that to an Ulsterman it does not appear 
nearly so fantastic as to ask him to give up 
his position in the British fiscal Union, his 
assured position in the United Kingdom, and 
his big open market, not to mention other 
sentimental considerations. With regard to 
the latter, I think I should say one word to 
“clear the air.”” When a Republican writes 
gleefully on the walls of Dublin: ‘‘ Damn 
your Empire, England,” it appears to Ulster- 
men as a particularly innane and illogical 
slogan. The Empire never was, and certainly 
is not now, ‘‘ England’s.’” Allowing for the 
relative populations the sons and daughters 
of Ireland and Scotland have done five times 
more to establish it and develop the Empire 
than England. No Ulsterman ever talks 
of ‘‘Engiand’s Empire,’’ but refers to “ Our 
Empire.” He takes a well deserved pride in the 
fact that so many Ulstermen and women have 
helped to produce those great self-governing 
communities now bound to each other in un- 
fettered ties of mutual interest and good-will. 
England never claims the Commonwealth as 
‘her Empire’’ exclusively, and Irishmen, in 
the Ulster view, are foolish in thrusting so 
great a distinction upon her. Similarly, the 
Union Jack is not regarded in Ulster as 
“ England's ” flag, but as “our flag.” When 
insult is offered to that flag Ulstermen resent 
it as an attack upon “' their flag.” Is it not 
formed by the symbol of Christianity—the 
cross! The cross of St. Patrick linked with 
those of the patron saints of Scotland and 
England. Why should anyone call it “ Eng- 
Jand’s flag’’? So it is with the King. 
There were “Kings of England” once, just 
as there were Kings of Scotland and Ireland. 
Now there is a King over all, the symbol of 
the unity of the Commonwealth. The King 
to Ulster is ‘Our King” and not merely 
. England’s King.” When the toast of ‘‘ The 
King ” is not honoured, Ulstermen regard it 
as a personal affront to “ their sovereign.” 

Can there be any “ unity ” in Ireland un- 
less there is a change in the orientation of 
ideas, either North or South? I know the 
North, and An t-Ultach, himself a Northern 
Catholic, knows it too, and admits there can 
be no change in its outlook in these respects. 
Has the North, then, no contribution to 
offer. I think it has, if the South will see 
reason. Its call is back to the British fiscal 
union a free and frank acceptance of, at 
least, the Government of Ireland Act, with 
its limited representation in the Central Parlia- 
ment, to watch the interests of Irish farmers 
and British Catholics, a limited local 
autonomy, covering all practical affairs, an 
immediate solution of the land annuitits, for 
those were given to Ireland in this Act, and 
the abolition of the Customs border 
for all time, and, above all, a 
council of Ireland, the first real germ 
of Irish unity which future generations of 
Irishmen, North and South, may develop and 
expand as circumstances require. That is 
the North's contribution. I know it is 
not much, but at least it can be of great 
material benefit now to Irish farmers. Ulster 
is not dissatisfied with its Constitution, 
despite occasional grumbling with the 
financial arrangements under the Government 
of Ireland Act, which it hopes are being ‘re-. 
adjusted. It certainly has no intention of 

iving up its Parliament, as nearly 200,000 

rangemen made clear a few days ago. That 
was the real voice of the North. 

Ulster, as | know it. will never willingly 
enter an Irish Republic—not until the United 
Kingdom 1s prostrated in some gigantic up- 
heaval would it be possible to force it. Even 
then, Ulster would resist, and it would ba 
only after a bloody civil war that Ulster, or 
what is left of it, could be compelled to 
enter an Irish Republic. Such a remnant 
would not be worth having; for it would 
orove a grave liability, rather than an asset. 

Ister says to the South: If you feel that 
you must bring tó a consummation your full 
sentimental idea of a Republic, you must go 
on yourself. We think you are foolish, so we 
do not go with you. But if it is your desire, 
then take the plunge boldly and do not stand 
shivering on the brink! The sooner it 
is over the better. We think you will 
find that it is not the crystal clear 
water of your Elysian dream, but a muddy 
clammy mess, in which you cannot swim. 
When disillusionment comes we know you 
will have the sense to struggle to the bank, 
and once more get your feet on solid ground.” 

When the time comes (if it. does come) 
I understand my fellow-Ulstermen sufficiently 
to know that they will not receive such a 
failure with jeers of derision, but with 
sympathy and understanding. They will 
extend a helping hand to their brother- 
Irishmen in the hope that they may be able 
to lead them back to peace and prosperity ; 
to a bond of Union and Fellowship which 
they consider Irishmen never sho have 
left.

We are fighting a losing battle in this so- 
called “economic war.” What for? Our 
There is only one 
thing that matters in a country like ours, 
and that is the Land. What value is the 
town population compared with the men on 
the land in a country like this? Yet every- 
thing seems to be done to foster trade in the 
towns. We even hear of flourishing factories, 
But what is being done for the farmer? He 
is being exterminated. His very life’s blood 
is slowly, but surely, ebbing away. His 
endurance is being sapped the loss of the 
horse and cattle trade, which will mean the 
loss of his land, the inheritance which has 
been his—perhaps, as in our case, for 250 
years. We are being wrung out like a dried 
sponge; for there is nothing now left to 
wring. 

We, who have been guardians of our land— 
which is our inheritance~are now compelled 
to realise that we shall be unable to hand it 
on to our sons. The men we have employed—- 
I speak of our men, who, most of them, have 
been life-long servants—will soon have to be 
dismissed. We have been obliged to cut 
down their wages; and we ourselves are, like 
most other farmers, living on the kindness of 
our banks, with an overdraft mounting higher 
each week, as we draw yet another cheque 
to pay our men. Our cattle and horses, 
which up to now were our bank, are unsale- 
able, and not worth feeding. 

What will be the end? Ruin; and for 
what? Because we have men to govern us 
who know nothing about the oa g or the 
value of the land, or, at any rate, appear as 
if they knew nothing. They refuse to see, 
and will not see, until it is too late, that 
they are killing the goose which laid the 
olden egg and made Ireland the prosperous 
and she used to be—world-famous ‘for her 
horses and cattle. Some farmers—many, 
perhaps—believed in the fairy-tale about not 
paying their land annuities—that England 

ad no right to her just due—that England 
was robbing Ireland, etc. If they sat down 
now and calculated, [ wonder how many 
more hundreds of pounds they have paid in 
tariffs more than they would have paid if 
they had stuck to their bond, and paid the 
interest due on the money lent to them by 
—— to purchase their farms. 

fe, personally, had no annuities to pay, 
and yet we have paid, and paid in tariffs, 
until we are drained dry. Now this new 
tax of $d. a Ib. on all Colonial meat will put 
the last nail into our coffin, and finish the 
dying industry. Who is going to rear or 
graze cattle—not to mention fatten them— 
for the benefit of the butcher? He is the 
a man in this trade who is making his 
it. 

Hundreds of our once flourishing acres are 
derelict, and thousands more will be added 
to their number in a few months’ time. How 
will the Government then get their rates and 
taxes, and pay for a new Volunteer Force? 

Is it too late to appeal to those who are 
bleeding us to death, and driving us (and 
with us the whole. country) to bankruptcy, 
to stop and look ahead, and visualise what 
this will mean?’ A narrow outlook never made 
a great statesman, and petty hate and un- 
charitableness are not worthy of great 
Irishmen. Surely it would be a grand thnig 
to make peace with England—stop this 
“uneconomic war ” (the casualities, by the 
way, are all on our side)—and give us back 
our market for our horses and cattle. ‘This 
is the only country in Europe who is not 
doing all she can to make trade agreements 
with England. 

We need not grovel. We need not go hat 
in hand, on bended knees, as the situation is 
depicted by those who govern us. Go as one 
statesman to another and make a just trade 
Songs Let us see big men at the head 
of this country who can let '“ bygones be 
bygones.” The future, not the past, is what 
matters so vitally. Why should the farmer 
be the only man to suffer in this so-called 
war! I do not believe that those who govern 
us have suffered by the policy they. have 
adopted. They tell us that we must suffer 
to gain their point of view. Is this fair? I 
see no tightening of belts about the present 
Government, I see prosperous men. Why 
should we not share a little in their 

age ine Why should we, and we alone, 

e chosen to be trodden underfoot? 

Many acts of valour—and many awful 
crimes—have been committed in order to hold 
or take land. Now land is a drug on the 
market, It is the farmer’s burden, too heavy 
for him to bear. 

I appeal to those who hold the scales of 
our fortunes in their hands to consider what 
they have done, and what their policy is 
doing to the Irish farmer, his family and 
dependants, before it is too late, and we 
are squeezed out of the land we leve, which 
is ours.—Yours, etc.,

CRIMINAL LAW AMENDMENT.

Str,—There are facts about the Lambeth 
Resolution which are commonly ignored by 
those who quote it in favour of the use of 
contraceptives. 

(1) It was never intended for guidance for 
the multitude, but was addressed to the 
“faithful in Christ Jesus’’ who accept whole- 
heartedly the Christian moral law as in 
affects marriage and sex. 

(2) The Resolution was preceded by a 
committee report, which insisted on the 
sacramental character of marriage as a 
‘‘divinely ordered relationship in which inter- 
course between man and woman calls for the 
highest exercise of the Christian virtues of 
self-discipline, self-control and self-sacrifice.” 
The whole repors deplores the breakdown of 
moral standards to-day and declares that the 
use of contraceptives is one of the gravest 
evils of our time, ‘‘ encouraging illicit inter- 
course among the unmarried, and being used 
to avoid the responsiblities of semeatiand.” 
and “their use has become a danger to many 
civilised nations by a disproportionate re- 
duction of thei best stock.” 

(3) The Resolution was very strongly op- 
posed by a large proportion of the ishops, 
who recognised that any public concession on 
the subject would be used unfairly; and so 
it has proved. “ The Bishops favour “eon- 
traception” has been advertised largely 
in England—a clever lie. When there were 
exceptional cases for -onsideration amon 
Christian parents the report vevunidinnaad 
that ‘‘competent medical and spiritual’’ 
advice be sought ‘after the most con- 
sclentious thought. as in the sight of God.’’

lowering the level of Lough Ree, and con- 
trolling the level of water in Lough Allen. 
At present the Board were obliged to 
generate a considerable amount of energy at 
its fuel stations. Last year they generated 
82,000,000 units, approximately, at the steam 
stations. ‘That number of units represented 
about 1.600.000,000 cubic metres of water, 
which would have been utilised for the genera- 


tion of a similar number of units, had it been 
available at the Hydro Electric Works. The 
rovosals for storage in the bill would give 
260.000,000 cubic metres of water per year, 
thereby reducing the anfount of energy which 
it would be necessary to generate by steam. 
The present stofage capacity of the Board's 
works was approximately 210,000,000. Under 
the bill that would be increased to 470.000,000 
cubic metres of water. The full development 
of the scheme contemplated a total storage 
of 827,000,000 cubic metres of water. It 
was proposed to enable the Board to carry 
out these works by making certain advances 
to it. The provisions of the bill in that re- 
spect were in the main similar to the provi- 
sions of other Electricity Supply Acts. In 
this casé, however, the whole of the amount 
required by the Board was not taking the 
form of repayable advances; some portion 
was being provided in the way of grants. 


Some misunderstanding appeared to have 
been created on that account, The differ- 
ence between the amount to be ad- 
vanced te the Board and the total

granted, and more than that of any other works 


cost of the works as estimated was being 
provided for by way.of grant, but the amount 
to be advanced represented the present 
economic velue of these works to the Board. 
and by the present economic value he meant 
the value of the additional storage to the 
Board, taking into account what it would -cost 
annually to generate by steam energy which 
could be produced at Ardnacrusha by the 
additional water being made available. 
INTEREST ON ADVANCES. 

In arriving at the estimate of the present 
economic value of the works, the material 
item in the basis of calculation was chat of 
interest, and the Board had made their est!- 
mate based on the existing charge of 55 per 
cent, At present the discussions were pre 
ceeding between representatives of the Board 
and the Department.of Finance as to the rate 
of interest which would be charged on future 
advances, and it was to be anticipated that 
a lower rate than 5s per cent. would operate. 

The wording of the section provided for 
the making of grants of an amount not 
exceeding £03,000. ue 

Mr. Lemass added that, while the giving 
to the Electricity Supply Board of the power 
to construct these new works, and to the 
Minister for Finance the power to make the 
grants, was the main purpose of the bill, 
there were various other provisions )ncor- 
porated which had been found desirable from 
time to time since the passing of the 1925 
Shannon Act. They were desirous that the 
works should be undertaken as early as 
possible, not merely because of the need for 
them, but because of the considerable amount 
of employment that would be given in the 
areas concerned. The employment given 
would have & very satisfactory relation to the 
amoumt of the grant, compared with other 
schemes financed out of unemployment relief 
funds. 

Proceeding to detail the provisions of the 
bill, Mr. Lemass said the awarding of the 
compensation had been made simpler than it 
was under the Shannon Act, The éstimated 
cost of the works was as follows:—-At Lough 
Allen, £150,000, of which £107 was regarded 
as the “ economic value,” and £43,000 was 
the grant; at Lough Derg, £492,000, of which 


£10,000, 
econemic value. 


‘**ECONOMIC VALUE.”’. 

“It is desirable,’ sad Mr Lemass, “ that 
the position in réspect of the difference 
between the advances to be made to the 
Board and the grants to be made for the 
purposes of these works should be clearly 
understood, so that no question will come 
up abeut subsidisi: g the Electricity Supply 
Board at the present stage. It is 
desirable on grounds of national policy that 
the water storage on the Shannon should be 
developed so as to reduce the quantity of 
electricity to be generated by steam. The 
Board is in & position to provide energy by 
steam uow at a certain cost. That is what 
we call the ‘‘economic value” of the werks 
we undertake. Anything that the provision 
of increased water-storage may involve over 
and above that “economic value’’ is to be 
be met by grants, the eg being that the 
employment involved a value in this 
country far in excess of the amount to be

Mr. DILLON said he thought this would 
be a véry sensible way to spend unemploy- 
ment relief money. 

Mr. LEMASS said that as far as would be 
required, the grants would be provided out of 
unemployment relief money. 

Mr. DILLON expressed himself as 
“astonished ” by a section of the bill that 
gave power to the Electricity Supply Board 
to prohibit the erection of build within 
a certain distance of transmission lines. ‘lhe 
compensation now paid to persons over whose 
land the lines passed amounted on an average 
to 10s. per pole, but that was nothing like 
SEGS a compensation if the prohibition of 
building in the vicinity of the lines were to 
be involved, The Board was proposing to 
alter the terms of the easement. which had 
been granted to farmers under the principal 
Act, without providing additional compensa- 
tion. Where the Board made an Order to 
prohibit building, he suggested that com- 
pensation should be awarded. Otherwise the 
section would operate shsolutelv unjustly, and 
would be giving confiscatory. power. 

Mr. DILLON alse said oe thought the 
Minister should have explained the “ stiff" 
prices which the Board was charging for its 
current 

Mr. KEYES (Lab., Limerick) said that 
generous provisions for compensation in con- 
nection with disturbance on the Shaun had 
been made, but he hoped that some atten- 
tion would be given to employés of the Canal 
Company who had been thrown out of em- 
ployment owing to the scheme. It was lop- 
sided justice to compensate the company and 
not to compensate the workers. 


THE SECOND STAGE. 

Mr McGILLIGAN (U.I., National Univer- 
sity) said that about £620,000 was to be 
spent on development, but the economic value 
of the works was represented by £520,900. 
From that he could only assume that at the 
present prices per unit, the Board vonld cnjy 
recoup itself in a certain proportion of the 
money. As to the interest to be charged, 
the equitable rate would be the rate at which 
the State borrowed. In the present 
circumstances money could be lent at a 
cheaper rate than heretofore. Some 
consideration should have been given to 
the readjustment of elactricity charges to 
present conditions. The original scheme had 
contemplated doing what no business did— 
making replacements, running repairs and 
piling up a reserve equal to the original cost 
and paying off the entire debt. he first 
stage of the development now seemed to have 
been passed, and they were entering on the 
second stage, when some 800 million cubic 
metres of water would be stored and abeut 
four and a half million cubic metres would 
be at the disposal of the Electricity Supply 
Board. He understood that most engineering 
opinion was now against the final deveop- 
ment originally outlined of the Shannon 
scheme, and that such schemes should be 
considered as the development of the Liffey 
nower and of some source of power near the 
Northern boundary. . ' 

He feared that the proposed raising of the 
level of Lough Derg would cause considerable 
damage to the callow lands alongside the 
river, but, from the figure, £450,000, allotted 
for the Lough Derg works, he assumed that 
the purchase price of such lands was being 
included. If compensation was paid at the 
old rates the owners of those lands would not 
have much cause to complain. It would be 
more satisfactory to purchase than to have 
recurring claims for compensation for tem- 
porary damage by flooding. If the level of 
/ough Allen was controlled and that of 
Lough Rea lowered to the points stated “in 
the schedule he anticipated that there would 
be serious interference with island naviga-

tion. 

Mr. LEMASS said that care was being 
taken not to interfere with navigation 

Mr. McGILLIGAN went on to say that last 
year 80 million units had been generated by 
steam-power at the Pigeon House. Suppose 
that the works now proposed had been com- 
pleted two years ago, how much of that 
electricity would have to be produced by 
steam-power after two dry seasons? 

Mr. LEM ASS said that more than half of it 
would have to be so produced. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that provision 
never had been made in the original calcula- 
tions for two such dry seasons as those that 
they had. It seemed to him that if the 
weather had changed permanently for the 
better in this country it would not be worth 
while to try to avoid the consequences of dry 
seasons by costly works. He welcomed the 
measure aS a necessary extension of the 
original scheme, and asked the Minister to 
give the House particulars of the expenditure 
to date on the scheme. 


THE PIGEON HOUSE. 

Mr. T. KELLY (F.F., South Dublin) said 
that the Shannon scheme should be in the 
hands of the Minister and not controlled by a 
Board with omnipotent powers. He main- 
tained that only for the Pigeon House scheme 
the Shannon Supply Board would not be 
worth a £5 note. He thought it time the 
Minister said that he was going to take charge 
of the Shannon undertaking to work it as a 
national concern and in such aeway that 
people would not be charged outrageous prices 
for installations. There was a great deal of 
dissatisfaction among all sections, and he 
protested against any more money being spent 
until the Government had established an in- 
quiry or commission into the whole question. 

Mr. LEMASS, replying, said that it should 
be made clear that the construction of this 
additional work for the purpose of provid 
ing increased storage was in no way conse- 
quent on the comparative drought which ‘they 
had been experiencing in the last two or thre 
years. These works would be required, and 
would be economically justifiable, if the ordi. 
nary normal rainfall had occurred during that 
period. Even if these works had been con: 
strueted last vear, it would still have been 
necessary to generate at the Pigeon House 
and the other steam stations. This extra 
storage was required to provide for the 
normal growth of the demand. Certain con. 
tractors were asked to tender for the work, 
and on those tenders, plus the assumption 
that the interest would be payable upon ad- 
vances from the Department of Finance at 5} 
“- cent., the actual cost was determined, 
t showed an amount of £93,000 
above that of the present economic 
value of the works, but if the rate of interest 
which the Department of Finance would re- 
quire was reduced, the gap between the 
actual cost and the economic value would be 
narrowed. If the rate of interest went as 
low as 43 per cent. the gap would be closed. 

Even when these works were constructed, 
it would still be necessary to generate a very 
substantial number of units at the Pigeon 
House and other steam-stations, and to con- 
sider other various ways and means by 
which additional energy could be secured’ by 
water-power. he next stage was obviously 
consideration of the utilisation of the Liffey 
for power purposes. 


i ELECTRICITY CHARGES. 

As to the charges for electricity, the cen- 
sumers were doing nothing more than paying 
the working costs of the scheme and the 
Board. The question of the commencement cf 
the repayment of advancés was under con. 
sideration, At one stage it was hoped that 
that the first repayment would be made in 
the present year, but that was not possible, 
and the question of the fixation of a date 
was under consideration. It was much more 
important to get the finances of the Board 
on a sound basis, than that they should have 
undue regard to a purely academic point. He 
would be quite satisfied to see the Board 
paying its working costs, which included 
interest on advances made. The advances to 
be made available under the present bill 
would not be made for some time to come, 
and would not be made below the rate o 
interest charged heretofore. : 

It was not anticipated that these new works 
would interfere with navigation, but at the 
present moment an investigation was pro- 
ceeding into Mineral resources at Carrick-on- 
Shannon, and it might be necessary to have 
& means of transport by water. It appeared 
from the investigations made that expenses 
which would be involved in constructing navi- 
gation works at a later date would be so 
small that a decision vould be postponed. 
The responsibility for the charges for elec- 
tricity lay with the Electricity Supply Board, 
which had to bring in a revenue capable of 
méeting all expenses without profit. 

The second reading was agreed to, and the 
Committee stage fixed for Funreda; next.

If the supply 
proved inadequate there would be no such loss 
as on a permanent creamery that would have 
to be built at considerable expense. Previous 
legislation had, however, made no provision 
for travellin á creameriés. 
Mr. CURRAN (U.I., Tipperary) said that 
he would like to yet from the Minister 
some intimation as to what was the capacity 
of the travelling creameries, the areas which 
they covered, and some idea of their work. 
he MINISTER said that it was not con- 
templated that these creameries would be an 
economic proposition as against th estationary 
creameries. They wanted to find out if the 
farmers were really in earnest in wanting a 
creamery. He did not know what range 
the travelling creamery would have. 
The second stage was passed and the Com- 
mittee stage was fixed for next Wednesday. 


CREAMERY BILL. 

On the second éstage of the Creamery 
Sa eae Bill, 1934, 

Mr. AIKEN, Minister for Defence 
(for the Minister for Agriculture) said 
that the bill was to amend the Creamery Act 
of 1928, which had reorganised the whole 
creamery industry, and had prevented eee 
from starting new creameries except under 
licence. The bill gave the Minister power 
to license travelling creameéries and enabled 
him to prohibit the supply of milk torillegal 
creameries, As the law stood, even if the De- 
partment knew that the milk was being sup- 
plied to an _ illegal creamery they 
could not take steps to deal with the offender. 
In some cases they could not. discover who 
was the owner of the premises. No one 
would take responsibility for the premises. 
If no owner was discovered a summons could 
be attached to the door, and if no one 
appeared in court in answer to that summons 
the judge could make an Order involving the 
forfeiture and seizure of all plant and utensils 
in the premises 

Another section of the bil] dealt with the 
control and use of milk products, and by- 
products of milk. Under the original Act 
no one could operate a creamery for the manu- 
facture of butter except he got a licence, and 
it was now proposed that anyone who wanted 
to operate a factory for the use of by-products 
would have also to get a licence, If they did 
not get such a licence the Minister might 
close them down. The Minister wanted to 
control the production of cheese in the same 
way as the production of butter was con- 
trolled. He also wanted to control the pro- 
duction of casein. 

Mr. BELTON—It is not intended to 
interfere with tha making of cheese in 
farmers’ houses? 

The MINISTER— No. 


ILLEGAL CREAMERIES. 

Mr. CURRAN (U.I., Tipperary) asked how 
many illegal creameries there were, and where 
they were situated. If one firm was already 
manufacturing a by-product of milk, was it 
intended to prevent another firm from start- 


ing? 

Str. AIKEN said that there were a number 
of illegal creameries in the South, and they 
were carried on by groups of farmers. ‘The 
section dealing with the matter was brought 
forward in the interests of those who mere 
}interested in the welfare of the existing 
creameries. 

The second stage was passed, and the Com- 
mittee stage was fixed for next Wednesday. 


CO-OPERATIVE 


SOCIETIES. 


Mr. AIKEN, for the Minister for Agri- 
culture, moved the second stage of the Agri- 
cultural Co-operative Societies (Debentures) 
Bill. He said that co-operative societies re- 
istered under existing legislation were de- 
sg from issuing debentures unless they 
were registered as bills of sale, and that was 
generally looked upon as tantamount to in- 
solvency. The bill proposed to grant powers 
to such societies to create debentures charged 
upon their assets. It was proposed té 
power to issue debentures would not be given 
to all societies, but to those only that might 
be approved by the Minister for Agriculture. 
Another section. provided for agricultural co- 
operative societi:s legal power to obtain ad- 
vances from ths Agricultural Credit Ccr- 
poration on the security of the society s un- 
called share capital It was necessary to 
make that provision retrospective, as certain 
loans had aa already given by the Cor- 
poration on the understanding that the un- 
called capitai would be regarded as security. 
The lav in relation tc co-operative societies 
required revision in several respects, and it 
was intended to introduce a bill to deal with 
the whole matter. That particular bill was 
introduced to deal with an immediate 
problern. 

“VERY SUSPICIOUS.” 

Mr. BELTON (U.I., North Dublin) said 
that the Minister was an abler man than the 
ordinary person if he thought he would be 
able to camouflage this 8.0.8. on behalf of 
the co-operative societies and pull wool across 
the eyes of the banks. To issue debentures on 
the strength of share capital, while that capi- 
tal was not called in, was very suspicious. 

Mr. DOCKRELL (U.I., Co. Dublin) said he 
would like to know what would be the effect 
on the ordinary creditor of an agricultural 
co-operative corporation to find that deben- 
tures might at any moment be put in ahead 
of him and seize the assets. That was con- 
fiscation of the ordinary creditors. 

Mr. CURRAN (U.I., Tipperary) said that 

the worst thing that could happen ie a co- 
operative ‘society was to give it power to 
issue debentures. The issue of debentures 
was not going to help any society already 
in a bad way. 
Mr, MacMENAMIN (U.I., Donegal) said 
that this was a bill to liquidate bad debts, 
to raise debentures on uncalled capital. Some 
of the capital was taken up thirty or forty 
vears ago. Many of the original holders were 
dead, and much of the capital was worthless. 
The proposal meant that these bad debts 
would be borne hy the whole community. 
He regarded the whole proposal as the 
greatest piece of hogwash. 

Mr. DILLON (U.I., go mir said that they 
were putting into the hands of the agricul- 
tural co-operative societies a weapon which 
would do more harm than good. 

Progress was reported, and the debate stood 
adjourned, 

The Speaker reported that he had received 
a message from the Senate stating that that 
House had rejected the Constitution Amend- 
ment No. 25 Biti. 

The Dail adjourned until three o'clock to- 
ay.

Mr. W. O'Hara, proposing the re- 
election of the Chairman, said that Mr. Doyle 
had carried out the duties o his office with 
great tact and ability. He had evinced the 
most sympathetic consideration for the poor, 
and had, at the sama time, protected the 
ratepayers in the expenditure of their money 
on relief. 
had carried out the duties of his office with 
tion, which was passed unanimously. 

Mr. James Gately was elected Vice-Chair- 
man. 

Mrs. O'Shea Leamy seconded the proposi- 
members’ remarks, said that he would like 
to thank them for their attention to the 
business of the Board during the past year, 
which had been ¢gonducted expeditiously and 
amicably. The magnitude of their task might 
be seen if it was noted that on the previous 
Saturday there were 2,921 inmates of the 
Board’s institutions, and grants of home 
assistance had been made to meet the needs 
of about 17,000 persons. 

The Chairman also referred appreciatively 
to the work of the Clerk of the Union, Mr. 
J. E. Condon; the Resident Medical Super- 
intendent, Dr. W. C. Dwyer, and the other 
officials. 

The Chairman welcomed two new members, 
Mr. Richard Blake, County Council, and Mr 
T. Cummins, who have been EE to 
the Board by the County Council. Mr. A. W. 
Cullen, the third new member, was absent, 
owing to the death of his father, and the 
Board passed a vote of condolence with him. 

In the course of the ordinary business, it 
was reported that the number of cases re- 
lieved during the previous week was 6,297; 
this represents a decrease of 1435 cases on the 
week before and a decrease of 2,706 cases on 
the corresponding week of last year. This 
represents a saving on the 1933 figure of 
£2,517 6s. od. The cost of relief given last 
week bv the Board was £3,101 9s.

Insurance companies in the Free State 
have informed policy-holders that, owing 
to the provisions of the new Workmen’s 
Compensation Act, which comes into force 
on August 1, it is necessary to increase 
certain rates of insurance. The increase, 
with some exceptions, will be 15 per cent. 
added to the rates at present ruling. In 
view of the provision in the Act which 
makes an employer liable to medical or 
surgical fees up to £5, an additional charge 
of 25 per cent. will be made if the 
employer desires to be indemnified in this 
respect.

Once again the Free State Senate has 
ptoved to the world that it is superior to 
Dáil Eireann as a deliberative assembly ; 
for it has rejected the second reading of 
the bill to abolish university representa- 
tion. We already have stated our views 
on this problem, and we agree with 
Senator Gogarty, who said that it was 
a tragic day for Ireland when senators 
were forced to apologise for scholar- 
ship in an Irish Parliament. There is 
another aspect of the case, however, which 
deserves the careful attention of all 
patriotic Irishmen. Senator Jameson 
yesterday recalled the events which led 
up to the Anglo-Irish Treaty of 1921. At 
that time the two men who were mainly 
responsible for the settlement—Arthur 
Griffith and Michael Collins—were most 
anxious that the minorities im the Free 
State should have no cause for complaint. 
Certain representatives of the chief 
minority—of those who hitherto had sup- 
ported the British Government in Ireland 
—went to London, where they were told 
bluntly by the British Cabinet that it 
could do nothing for them: they must 
make their own terms with the 
leaders of the Sinn Fein Party. Accord- 
ing to Senator Jameson, who was one of 
the minority representatives, sundry meet- 
ings were held in Dublin. Messrs. Griffith 
and Collins showed a real desire to act 
fairly by those who formerly had differed 
from them, and agreed in principle that 
the minority should have special means 
to express its views, and to exercise some 
influence on the Government of the 
country. To that end, inter alia, the 
Senate was constituted on a plan which 
guaranteed the minority a definite repre- 
sentation; Dublin University was given 
three seats in Dáil LKireann, and the 
constituencies in the country were 
arranged in such a way as to give inde- 
pendent candidates a fair chance of 
success. 

All the promises that were made to the 
minority by Messrs. Griffith and Collins— 
and afterwards by Messrs. Cosgrave and 
O’Higgins—were carried out loyally until 
the present Government came into power. 
As Senator Jameson pointed out, however, 
President de Valera’s Administration has 
been sweeping them away in the most 
ruthless and painstaking manner. 
Virtually all the symbolic safeguards in 
the Constitution have disappeared—every- 
thing that seemed to bind the Free State 
in the slightest degree to the British 
Commonwealth has been destroyed. 
President de Valera has gone even farther. 
He also has sought to remove, one by one, 
all the more practical safeguards, which 
actually did give the representatives of 
the minority—of the land-owning and 
business known popularly as 
‘‘ Imperialists ’’—a certain voice in the

pique, he has decided to abolish the 
Senate because it refused to regard the 
wearing of a blue shirt as a criminal 
offence. He has introduced a bill to wipe 
out university representation, thereby de- 
priving not only Dublin University, but 
also the National University of Ireland of 
its seats in Dáil Eireann. Finally, he has 
devised a plan for the redistribution of 
parliamentary seats throughout the Free 
State, increasing the number of three- 
member constituencies, and, consequently, 
lessening the chances of independent 
candidates at general elections. All these 
and other measures are in direct violation 
of the spirit, if not of the letter, of the 
agreement which was reached between the 
representatives of the majority and those 
of. the minority more than twelve years 
ago. 
When a man of Senator Jameson’s 
traditions and character declares that, if 
we must have a republic, the sooner we 
have it the better, things clearly have 
come to a sorry pass in this country. Yet 
we believe that he is expressing the views 
of the great majority of those who formerly 
supported the Legislative Union. They 
are sick and tired of President de Valera’s 
shilly-shallying, of his ceaseless talk 
about his wish for a -epublic, and his 
continued refusal to take the decisive 
step. Senator Jameson says that the 
| President will not ‘‘ face the music.” 
Apparently, he dreads the popular dis- 
illusionment that would follow the declara- 
tien of a republic, and prefers to establish 
himself as a dictator in a Free State that 
is completely independent in everything 
but in name. What does the Government 
really want? According to the President, 
nothing but final separation from the 
Britizh connection will satisfy the people, 
whose desires he reads in the recesses of 
his own heart, Jdr. Sean MacEntee, how-. 
ever, has rather a different story to tell. 
In the Senate yesterday he said that he 
would “ hate ” to think that the Irish 
in this country would be separated from 
their kinsfolk in the other parts of the 
British Commonwealth, and his recent 
utterances have encouraged the belief that 
he realises that there is something to be 
said for association with the. other 
after all.

Women, in her day, were of 
inestimable worth when it came to cooking 
the builder’s breakfast; but they 
would have been incapable of placing one 
brick upon another. This romantic con- 
dition of affairs was swept away by the 
advent of machinery. Women discovered 
that there was.a steadier increment to be 
|made out of typewriters than builders’ 
breakfasts, and they stormed the fortresses 
of industry. The drawback to this 
courageous move was the fact that they 
still demanded the respect that had been 
accorded to them as ministering angels 
while they were making boots in factories. 
Notwithstanding this pretty conceit, how- 
ever, they have gone from strength to 
strength as wage-earners. Since the 
Great War women have occupied more and 
more positions in business, in medicine, 
and in mechanics, and a universal success 
seems to have greeted their efforts. 
Changes which have taken place during 
ten years of post-war developments in the 
occupations of the men and women of 
Great Britain are shown in 680 pages of 
figures evolved from the census returns of 
1951, which are now published by H.M. 
Stationery Office. In no department of 
business has there been a falling off in 
the number of women employed, though 
there are diminutions on the men’s side. 
Among electrical apparatus makers, for 
example, women have increased by 112 
per cent., whereas the rise in figures for 
the men is only 47 per cent. Women 
workers in the skin and leather trades 
have increased by 22 per. cent., but the 
men by a mere 7 per cent. 
painters and decorators show a rise of 
25 per cent., while the number of women 
employed in the same category has risen 
by 40 per cent. The figures record an in- 
crease of 124 per cent. in the number of 
women surgeons, physicians and medical

practitioners, and an 82 per cent. increase 
among the subordinate medical services. 
There would seem to be no sphere of work 
that women have not invaded. In 1921 
men held an almost complete monopoly 
in the category of “ stationary engine 
drivers, dynamo and motor attendants ’’: 
only two women had ventured as yet to 
enter their sanctuary ; but this figure had 
risen to 409 in 1931, and included 218 
female crane drivers. No: fewer than 19 
ladies have obtained posts as ‘‘ chief con- 
stables, inspectors and superintendents,’’ 
and three more have become navigating 
officers on steamships. Another has turned 
her hand to game-keeping, nine have 
taken up positions as estate labourers, and 
four have flown in the face of Sweet Nell 
by becoming builders’ Men 
should: give their immediate attention to 
the possibilities of weeping—the women 
are doing all the work.

The Shannon Lakes. 


When the new bill which obtained a 
second reading by the Dáil yesterday is 
passed into law, the Electricity Supply 
Board will be able to proceed with th» 
altering of the levels of the Shannon lakes. 
Such alterations are necessary, if Ardna- 
crusha is to reach its full development. 
Objection has been raised in the 
Dáil to certain features of the new bill; 
but only a few correspondents of this news- 
paper have called attention to one price 
which must be paid for the Saorstdt’s 
electrical progress—namely, the destruc- 
tion of the Shannon’s amenities. Already 
the Shannon’s development has wrought 
cruel damage to Lough Derg, one of the 
most beautiful lakes in the country, and to 
the river above and below it. The raising 
of Lough Derg by another two feet 
threatens to make the damage almost in- 
finitely worse. It is bad enough that 
much valuable property, in the form of 
lakeside houses, gardens and piers, should 
be rendered useless ; but compensation can 
be made for such losses. Navigation, for 
that matter, after a period of difficulty, 
can be restored, and the fishermen who 
are inconvenienced may accommodate 
themselves in time to the new conditions. 
There is no remedy, however, for any harm 
that may be done to the beauty of the lakes 
and river, and we would ask the Ddil to 
think twice before it destroys that beauty. 
It is customary in this age to sacrifice 
natural loveliness without a qualm in the 
cause of material progress, and many of 
the most charming places in Ireland have 
been robbed of their charm even within 
the last few years. Yet a country’s beauty 
is one of its priceless heritages, which 
every nation that takes a real. pride in 
itself will make every effort to preserve ; 
and we offer no apology for an “ unpro- 
gressive’ attitude in regard to Ardna- 
crusha. If it is certain that the amenities 
of.the Shannon must be imperilled by the 
full development, then the Ddil ought to 
consider whether the gain in electrical out- 
put will not be more than counterbalanced 
by the scenic loss, and to replace the full 
development of Ardnacrusha by an alter- 
native system—perhaps, the harnessing of 
the Liffey. 


i Ocean Trade. 


Since the beginning of the economic 
slump the world’s shipping has fallen 
upon evil days. Many maritime countries, 
faced with the spectacle of ships laid up 
and seamen out of employment, have done 
their best to keep themselves in the 
market for the carriage of such trade as is 
left by means of subsidies. As Britain’s 
share declined, the owners of tramp 
shipping appealed for similar help. 
Although opinions are sharply divided on 
the ultimate value of State intervention, 
the Government has decided to make the 
experiment in a modest. way. As it 
embarks tentatively upon this new policy, 
the edition of Lloyds’ Register for 1934 
appears to show the remarkable changes 
in maritime affairs which have led the 
nations to adopt such exceptional 
measures. During the last three years the 
dominant feature has been a _ steady 
decline in tonnage, Every country—except 
Russia, Greece and Finland, where un- 
important increases are noted-—-has shared 
in this decline, which is explained by 
the alarming number of ships broken 
up and the very small number of 
new ships built. For the six great 
maritime Powers the decreases during the 
past year are extremely serious, and in 
figures Great Britain and Ireland show 


| share of ocean commerce claimed to-day by 
the various countries. At the beginning of 
the century Britain controlled half the 
world’s carrying trade. Now she has only 
27 .per cent., and thus shares with 
Germany a place on the wrong side of the 
table. Britain still owns a formidable 
share of ocean-going tonnage, but she 
cannot afford to neglect any precaution 
which may enable her to meet competition 
when normal trade returns.

INJUNCTION MOTION 
DISMISSED. 
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From Our CorRESPONDENT, 
LONDON, Wednesday. 


In the Chancery Division, London, to-day, 
before Mr. Justice Bennett, the hearing was 
concluded of the case arising out of the dis- 
pute between Cleeves, Ltd., merchants of 
condensed and skimmed milk, London, and 
the Condensed Milk Company of Ireland 
(1928), Ltd., Lansdowne, Limerick. 

Cleeves, Ltd., sought an interlocutory in- 
junction, pending the trial of the action, re- 
straining the Irish company from selling, in 
Great Britain, any condensed milk not of the 
plaintiff's selection, or merchandise, under the 
trade marks, or brands, ‘‘Calf,” ‘* Cup,” 
“Fe “Goat,” “Kerry,” ‘*Cleeves 
Dairy ” or ‘‘Shamrock,’’ in alleged breach 
of an agreement of April 9 last, between the 
plaintifis and defendants, and the other share- 
bolders in Distributors, Limited. 

The agreement provided that the marks 
and brands should be vested in the respec- 
tive parties with whom they were associated, 
and both sides claimed that the marks and 
brands in question were associated with their 
name, 

On behalf of Cleeves, Ltd., it was asserted 
that the motion was urgent, on the ground 
that the defendants, with the resources of 
the Free State Government behind them, had 
embarked on a price-cutting campaign, cal- 
culated to destroy the value of the marks, 
and do the plaintiff’s business irreparable 
damage. 

The Irish company produced affidavit evi- 
dence, which declared that the price-cutting 
war was initiated by Cleeves. 

Mr. Justice Bennett held that it was im- 
possible, on the materials before him, to 
decide whose name was associated with the 
marks, and that matters must remain as they 
were until the full facts could be investig- 
ated at the trial. He was not satisfied that 
the plaintiffs would suffer any serious damage 
pending the trial, and he dismissed the motion 
with costs. '

London’s Air Defences. 


The Cabinet, at its weekly meeiing to- 
day, gave approval to the statement on air 
policy which Mr. Baldwin is expected to 
make in the House of Commons to-morrow. 
One of the proposals which he will outline 
will deal with the provision of a greater 
number of territorial squadrons. These 
squadrons are the cheapest form of home 
defence, and will appeal to the adventurous 
among the young men, as in them they can 
obtain the finest flying training in the 
world without cost to themselves. It is 
expected that the young men who will join 
these squadrons will be willing to serve for 
a given period as pilots holding commis- 
sions, in return for financial assistance 
given by the Government through their 
aeroplane clubs. The Home Office, with 
the assistance of a staff officer of high rank 
who has been placed at its disposal, has 
devoted consideration to plans for dealing 
with air raids-on London in the event of a 
war, and especially to the problem of gas 
attacks from the sky. A complete plan has 
been drawn up, and its operation will be 
put into the hands of the police force ; but 
it will involve the co-operation of the Fire 
Brigades and other public services. The 
medical service will play a prominent part 
in the plan, and some of the leading 
experts in the profession have given their 
advice to the Home Office, the Air Ministry 
and the War Office. 


Hospitals for Animals. 


The Royal Society for the Preventio) of 
Cruelty to Animals is about to arrange a 
number of miniature hospitals throughout 
the country for the care and treatment o! 
animals. These will replace the fifty-six 
free clinics maintained by the Society. 
If funds permit, it is proposed in time to 
open a hospital in every town. The first 
of these buildings will be opened at rutney 
to-morrow, and its chief feature is a con- 
valescent ward, while there is a properly 
fitted operating theatre. Wards are pro- 
vided for cats and dogs, and there is an 
isolation ward and a place for washing 
and clipping. The hospital will be visited 
daily. by a qualified veterinary surgeon, 
and tnere will be no distinctions in treat- 
ment. Outside the building pens are pro- 
vided where the animals can have fresh 
air and exercise. 


The Royal Academy. 


The Summer Exhibition at the Roya! 
Academy, opened early in May, continues 
to be well attended. Many visitors to 
London, even those whose stay is very 
brief, have included it in their plans. As 
soon as the Exhibition is closed prepara- 
tions will be made for the Industrial Art 
Exhibition, to be held at the opening o! 
next vear, and this promises to be as 
successful as other winter shows held in 
recent years. These have been devoted to 
Belgian art, Dutch pictures, the work ol 
Italian artists, the Persian Exhibition. 
the collection of French works, and the 
exhibition of works of recently deceased 
Royal Academicians. No arrangements 
have been made for the winter of 1930, 
and it is unlikely that there will be an 
exhibition that year, apart from the usual 
summer show. 


The Brewers and the Hops. 


The future of one thousand farmers en- 
gaged in hop-growing, and of several 
thousand farm workers cd hop pickers, 
is assured for the next five years as a 
result of the agreement reached between 
representatives of the Hops Marketing 
Board and of tle Brewers’ Society on the 
question of the supply and price of hops. 
The hop growers have agreed to supp!s 
annually for the next five years the 
quantity of hops which the lLrewers 
estimate will be required, and the brewers 
have agreed to pay for them at the average 
rate of £9 a hundred weight. The agre 
ment, which has received the sanction 0! 
Parliament, covers the five crops beginning 
‘ith this year’s crop, which wil! be picked 
in September. It is in the nature of a 
compromise suggested by a special com 
mittee which examined the whole question 
of marketing hops, and it has been 
accepted as equitable by the hop growers 
and the brewers. It is most encouraging 
to the hop growers to know that their 
industry is stabilised for at least five years, 
and feelings of insecurity have given way 
to a sense. of safety for the future. At 

resent there are just over 1,000 registered 
ha formers, with 17,000 acres under cul- 
tivation. Should the beer duty be re 
duced, with a consequent increase in the 
consumption of our national beverage, 
more acres can be brought under cultiva- 
tion, or the production of the present 
acreage intensified, with resultant benefit 
to the industry and to employment.

A TRAGIC DAY. 


Dr. Oliver St. John Gogarty said that 
that was the most tragic day in the history 
of the Republican Government, when the 
island which got its place in European 
civilisation had to apologise and to make 
an appeal for scholarship. When was 
this worship of mud going to end? 

They were suffering from the most ex- 
traordinary caricature, the most infernal! 
image of the stage Jrishman that had 
ever been invented, and it had been in- 
vented by the Republican Government. 
There had never been a greater caricature 
than that which had been raised and 
worshipped by the Republican Govern- 
ment, the Government that was talking 
about liberty and that was closing and 
putting out the eye of light. The Presi- 
dent should be very proud that he was a 
graduate of the National University, and 
prouder still that he was an undergraduate 
of Trinity College. 

The country could not go on for ever 
worshipping mud. They could not have 
the nation satisfied with the lowest 
denomination of humanity. If they took 
the university vote away—supposing the 
National University and Trinity College 
lost their representation—would it go to 
Iccles street, to the so-called Communistic 
college? His challenge to the Government 
was this: their utter incapacity to 
envisage a decent Irishman. The last 
country that ought to get rid of ‘a vote 
that was not a party vote was this.

FREE STATE PIG 
_ EXPORTS. 


NORTHERN BOARD AND 
PROHIBITION.

From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BELFAST, Wednesday. 


The Northern Ireland Pigs Marketing 
Board to-day issued the following state- 
ment :— 

‘‘ The Irish Free State Government have 
announced that, as from August Ist, 1934, 
exports of live pigs from the Free State to 
Northern Ireland will be prohibited except 
under licence. 

“Early in the present year it was ap- 
parent to the Pigs Marketing Board 


(Northern Ireland) that the continued | 


importation of store pigs into Northern 
Ireland was detrimental to the interests 
of Northern Ireland pig producers. 

“ Owing to the limited market for roll 
bacon and hams, the increased output of 
Northern Ireland will have to be exported 
alive until such time as Wiltshire factories 
are absorbing sufficient pigs to eliminate 
the live pig export trade. The live pig 
market in Great Britain is likely to be un- 
favourable during the coming winter, and, 
accordingly, large imports of Free. State 
store pigs for fattening in Northern Ireland 
and for subsequent export alive would be 
against the interests of Northern Ireland 
pig producers. 

“The Pigs Marketing Board, therefore, 
urged that steps should be taken to reduce 
the imports of Free State store pigs, and 
the new Free State regulations, which are 
believed to be the fruit of the Pigs Market- 
ing Board’s representations, should not 
only help breeders of young pigs in 
Northern Ireland, and encourage feeders to 
breed their own stores, but should also 
assist the industry as a whole.”’ 


BRITAIN SWEPT BY

The 
Government appears to think that in the 
intervals of hay-making deputies will be 
glad to devote their spare moments to the 
study of the numerous bills which are 
being presented to them, so that when 
they return to the Dail the week after next 
they will be prepared to get rapidly 
through the legislative work. The hope is 
that, with four days’ sittings a week, the 
House should be able to rise a fortnight 
later. This is very doubtful. 


MORE NEW BILLS. 


Three new bills were introduced in the 
Dail yesterday, and there will probably 
be four others to-day. These are the Cereals 
Bill, the Cattle Prices Bill, the Industrial 
Aleghol Bill, and the Bacon Bill. All of 


these are regarded as urgent and will be 
pressed for. 

In view of the willingness expressed by 
Mr. Ruttledge yesterday to see what bills 
could be held over to the autumn session, 
the probability is that those not regarded 
as urgent will include the two Milk Bills 
introduced yesterday, the Citizenship Bill, 
and others. 

As a concession to deputies for the late- 
ness of the session, it has been hinted that 
the autumn session will not begin til! 
November, instead of October, as has been 
the custom. : 

The Senate will adjourn to-day till 
August 22nd.

DEAD FISH IN THE

The Limerick Fishery Conservators, at 
a meeting yesterday evening, had under 
consideration a report from the Depart- 
ment of Fisheries regarding dead fish 
recently found at Castleconnell. An 
examination of a dead fish sent in for 
analysis showed that it died from furrun- 
culosis, which, the Secretary said, was one 
of the worst forms of disease that could 
attack fish. 

Captain H. Place said that the 
tributaries of the Shannon were full of 
dead fish, and the mortality was due to 
the stagnant pools. 

In reply to Mr. A. Mackey, the Secretary 
said that previous to the Shannon scheme 
the fish mortality was not as high as at 
present. : 

Mr. Mackey pointed out that the people 
of Limerick were complaining of sickness ; 
and how could it be otherwise when the 
water supply was contaminated by dead 
fish ? 

The Chairman (Mr. L. Forde) re- 
pudiated this assertion, and said that the 
city water supply was connected at a point 
five miles above where the fish were found 
dead.

all of them, conclusive. It is quite true, 
for instance, as he said, that housing 
cannot be taken out of politics any 
more than unemployment insurance. 
But the Government have just 
taken elahorate steps to preserve 
unemployment insurance and relief from 
the cruder forms of political interference,

I“ following “ open ” letter has been 

addressed to the Marquess of London- 
derry, Minister of Air, by-certain members 
of British Universities respecting his 
recent speech at Queen’s University, 
Belfast : 

“ My Lorp,—In your speech at Queen’. 
University, Belfast, on July 10, you 
affirmed that the world’s peace lay in the 
hands of youth, and that youth must pre- 
vent a repetition of 1914. 

“ We, who sign this letter—all of us 
being between the ages of 18 and 30, and 
either. recent or present members of British 
Universities—want to tell you what we 
think of your speech and your policy. 

‘You are reported as saying that 
twenty years ago the war broke up the old 
order of the world, which had seemed to 
be settled for ever, and that if there was 
one thing that seemed impossible in 1€-9 
it was that we should ever contemplate a 
world war again. 

‘‘ Our reading of the political literature 
of the years 1906-1914 convinces us that 
very many thinking people were by 192 
means so foolish and complacent as your 
words imply, and we see in the League of 
Nations Covenant, in 1919, the clearest re- 
cognition of the dangers of war and of the 
need for mastering international anarchy. 


ANXIETY. 


“Vou add that ‘the shadow under 
which we have so long been labouring is 
lifting at last.’ Frankly, your own com- 
placency makes us anxious. 

“You claim that ‘ British influence all 
over the world has always been for peace, 
and that influence has never been 
stronger, nor has the peace of the world 
ever been more secure than when our 
faith in our purpose was strong and our 
confidence in our destiny was most 
assured.’ 

‘Such words, echoing those of the late 
Gérman Emperor, and other imperialists, 
only increase our anxiety. 

“ You observe that a generation which 
has no ‘ experience, no conception of tho 
calamity of modern warfare,’ is now re- 
placing your generation which passed 
through the war, and you appeal to us, 
young men and women, whom the unl- 
versities train, to ‘take an intelligent 
interest in world affairs.’ 

“ We welcome your appeal. We do 
study world affairs with keen interest. 
We have, therefore, observed, with grow- 
ing disquiet, our Government’s utterly 
inadequate contribution to the Disarma- 
ment Conference, whose success is so vital 


to us. 
A PROTEST. 


‘‘In particular, we feel compelled to 
protest against -'.e announcement in your 
speech of June 27 that His Majesty's 
Government have, therefore, decided that 
they can no longer delay the expansion of 
the British Air Force. 

““ So lately as June 11 the Government 
joined in calling on the Air Commission 
of the Conference to resume work, ‘The 
air proposals of the British Draft Con- 
vention, the Spanish proposals of May 
27, 1933, and other plans during the past 
fifteen months, have never received any 
detailed international consideration. The 
Air Commission has not met during the 
whole period. 

“Your announcement amounts to say- 
ing that the Conference must be abandoned 
whilst still it has life in it, and that all 
hope of abolition or reduction of air forces 
must be thrown away before any adequate 
effort has been made to reach agreement. 

“ We have not seen, in your speeches, 
a single constructive contribution to the 
problem of control of civil aviation. On 
the contrary, you have been content to 
put forward only the difficulties. 

“ Referring to 1914, you challenge us 
with the phrase: ‘ Must man really learn 
that lesson again.’

EFFECTIVENESS OF “P.R.” 


The report stage of the Electoral (Revision 
of Constituencies) Bill, 1934, with conse- 
uential amendments, was agreed to. 

Qn tne final stage, 

Mr. DOUGLAS said that heewanted to 
emphasise the fact that by reducing a con- 
stituency they could maintain representation 
as pro. ided for in the Constitution, but they 
could not maintain proportional representation 
in. its effectiveness so far as minority repre- 
sentation was concerned.

here in a solid front behind him in asking for 
Justice and fair play. 

Sr JOHN KEANE said that he had 
pleaded with the Government for an accept- 
ance of the Commonwealth spirit, but the 
Minister had replied that he (Sir John Keane) 
was dealing with a matter which was com- 
pletely past and gone; the whole Common- 
wealth idea was gone, and they were set, 
hearts and heads, in another direction. If 
the Commonwealth spirit were past and gone, 
why not have done with it? They were 
observing the thing in form and suffering 
very much in consequence. So long as thev 
accepted only the letter, and totally disre- 
garded the spirit of the idea, they were only 
suffering, in. one direction and getting no 
benefit in the other. If they were goingvto 
get great benefits from this Republic, let 
them have it and be done with it. 

They were under the Statute of West- 
minster. Nobody denied that. Those of them 
who asked for acceptance of the Common- 
wealth realised that they were free to choose. 
Let them choose one way or the other. 

QUOTA CONFERENCE, 

Mr. JAMESON said that they had been 
told that the Free State High Commissioner 
was attending a quota conference with the 
representatives of the. other Dominions in 
London. This was altogether separate from 
the question of tariffs, and he would like to 
know if the Commissioner had furnished any 
report as to the result of these negotiations. 
On the question of bounties, he contended 
that these were all being paid by the Free 
State community, and they were being fed 
literally on their own tail. The Minister and 
the High Commissioner were willing to dis- 
cuss the matter of quotas, but he wanted 
to know what grounds the Government had 
given the High Commissioner for “ghting 
the British Government on the quota. 

Mr. MacENTEE, replying, said that the 
discussions between the representatives of the 
Saorstat and the British Minister for Agri- 
culfure were of a confidential nature, If 
he had been aware that the question would 
be raised he might be able to give some in- 
formation on the point.

| Sir John Keane had said that if they 
wanted a Republic let them have it. 
the last ten years, when Fianna Fail wag in 
opposition and endeavouring to persuade the 
majority of the people to adopt their policy, 
one of the arguments most strongly relied 
upon by the then Government was that 
ii they were to break the Treaty or leave 
the Commonwea!th, that not merely would 
they lose privilege, but that economic and 
physical action would be effected to retain 
them within the Commonwealth. There was 
only one authority that could clear that 
matter up, and that was their friends on the 
other side of the water. 


VOLUNTARY ASSOCIATION, 


There were, said Mr. MacEntee, attractions 
in a free association with Australia, Canada, 
South Africa, and-even with Great Britain. 
He would haté to think that the future of 
Ireland should be divorced from that of the 
Irish —of whose achievements they were 
proud—in the Dominions. He regarded Aus- 
tralia as a greater Ireland, and Canada, in 
a certain sense, in the same way. Even in 
(Great Britain- there were many persons who 
were of Irish nationality so far as sentiments 
und ideals went. But any association between 
the Irish Free State and those great nations 
now coming into being must be quite volun- 
tary. Such association must recognise ‘‘ our 
spirit of nationhood, and be consistent with 
our complete and independent statehood.’’ 

When Senator Sir John Keane asked them 
to accept the Commonwealth as a free associa- 
tion, the question arose whether the present 
*ssociation was free and voluntary. ‘The 
Government had tried to ascertain that. That 
led been the purpose of the President's 
note. But they never had got a declaration 
that would show that the present associa- 
tion was free. He did not think that even 
South Africa had got that. That was an 
issue that the British Government "a 1 ev ded 
so far—a clear declaration that the Free 
State was free to leave the Commonwentth 
and that if it exercised that right it would 
be in at least no worse a position than 
Denmark and the Argentire. 

Undoubtedly, there was a free association 
among the Free State, Canada and Australia, 
but they feared that there was no such 
recognition on the part of Great Britain. 
Until there was that recognition, expressed 
frankly and fully, the present unsatisfactory 
position, he believed, must continue. He 
thought there was a great place in the world 
for a free association of that sort. As. an 
Irishman, he thought they could unite and 
associate proudly with their fellow-countrymen 
in other parts of the world. He only hoped 
that those who were responsible for dictating 
policy elsewhere would try to bring about a 
practical realisation of that position, . 


SIXTEEN BILLS.

INCORRECT FORECASTS. 

The principle of the bill was to effect a 
transfer to the Electricity Supply Board of 
the Shannon fisheries. That might appear 
to be a rather peculiar thing to do, but the 
preservation of the Shannon fisheries was 
secondary to the generation of electricity. He 
was glad to be able to say that the pessi- 
mistic forecasts as to the effect that the 
operation of the scheme would have on the 
fisheries would not appear to have been borne 
out, and this year the fisheries were remark- 
ably good, he functions of the fisheries 
could be performed by the Electricity Su ply 
Board better than by anyone else, and it 
was better that the Board should have control 
of them. 


BOARD’S ACCOUNTS. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN (U.L, National Univer- 
sity) said that he was especially glad to hear 
the Minister say that the pessimistic forecasts 
of nine or ten years ago did not appear to 
have been borne out. He was delighted 
to see that the. management of the 
fisheries was not to be taken over 
by the Minister, but by the Board. 
He would have liked the Minister to have 
stated a little more définitely what was thu 
underlying purpose of the bill. 

He hoped’ thet men would be appointed in 
relation to the fisheries side of the Board's 
activities, and that there would be a segrega- 
tion of accounts, so that when these accounts 
would be presented the people would be able 
to see how far the fisheries side was advanc- 
ing, and that expert criticism could be 
brought to bear on it. 


THE LOCAL FISHERMEN. 

Mr. KEYES (Labour, Limerick) said that 
he could not see what special qualifications 
the Board would have in dealing with fishery 
matters, and he failed to see why there should 
be any interference with the tidal waters. 
Referring to the Abbey fishermen, of fifty 
families, he said that they were anxious 10 
know if they were to be allowed to continue 
to do what they had been doing for cen- 
turies. He suggested that anything in the 
nature of compensation would not meet ihe 
case of those people, who wanted to be 
allowed. to continue fishing on the fiver. 
There were other interests at Castleconnell. 
Here there were seven or eight private 
fisheries, arid-some of the owners had already 

ot compensation. He understood that 

16,000 for the compensation of these owners 
was contemplated, while 20 other families, 
who earned a regular wage for nine months 
in the year, were going to be forgotten com- 
pletely. 

Mr. F. LYNCH (U.I., Kerry) said that 
there would undoubtedly be claims for com- 
pensation by the owners of fisheries on the 
tidal waters, which would possibly be 
damaged by the hydraulic scheme. If com- 
pensation had to be mid he could not, under- 
stand why they should not go the whole hog 
and purchase all the fisheries in the Shannon, 
rather than compensate in some cases and 
acquire in others. 

Mr. P. HOGAN (Lab., Clare) said that 
the Shannon scheme had had a very serious 
effect.on the lives and fortunes of twenty 
families in Killaloe, 

ir. G. BENNETT (UI, Limerick) 
thought it would be agreed that a bill like 
this was necessary to control the Shannon 
fisheries, but he doubted if the Electricity 
Supply Board was the proper body to whom 
to entrust that control. he Board so far 
had not tried to devise any method of deal- 
ing with the scandal of the past seven or 
eight years of millions of fish accumulating 


Shannon works. 


MINISTER’S REPLY. 

The MINISTER FOR INDUSTRY AND 
COMMERCE said that doubts had been. ex- 
pressed as to whether or not the Electricity 
Supply Board was the best possible body to 
deal with the Shannon fisheries. ‘There was 
no alternative to the Board; it had such 
intimate associations with the Shannon that 
it would be bound to come in conflict with 
any other body that was given control of the 
fisheries. Its whole administrative machine 
was available for the new task. It would be 
necessary for the Board to expend. large sums 
of money on the Shannon fisheries, and that 
expenditure could not be justified unless the 
whole of the fisheries were under their control. 
If, as Deputy Keyes had sugyested, the fisher- 
men in the esteary were to be allowed to 
remain as they are, it was possible that they 
would get the whole benefit arising from the 
Board’s proposed expenditure. he same 
thing applied to the Abbey fishermen, for 
whom Deputy Bennett had spoken. It was 
almost. impossible to contemplate the opera- 
tion of the bill if the Abbey fisheries were 
not included in its purview. 

If they abandoned the scheme because of 
the trouble that might be experienced in 
acquiring the interests of these fishéry groups 
they would throw away what might be a valu- 
able natioual asset. Insofar as these groups 
held fishing rights the Board would compen- 
sate them one hundred per cent. It was sug- 
gested that compensation could not be 
adequate. It was quite possible the Board 
would require to recruit men in connection 
with the Abbey fisheries, and the Minister 
thought he contd promise that suitable men, 
who had been deprived of regular occupation 
in consequence of the operation of this 
measure, would be given employment. In 
regard to Killaloe fishermen, a very. fuil 
investigation had shown only two bona-fide 
claims out of about 20 applications in respect 
of compensation. 


FISH STILL PLENTIFUL. 

Mr. LEMASS referred to suggestions that 
salmon were getting into the tail-race at 
Ardnacrusha and there dying. He thought 
the existence of the tail-race had actually 
saved salmon, because they could not get 
higher up into the pools, where the Abbey 
fishermén were operating.

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DOCTOR FINED 
FOR ASSAULT. 


TROUBLE ABOUT 
APPOINTMENT. 


From Our CoRRESPONDENT, 
LOUGHREA, Wednesday. 


T Loughrea District Court to-day, 
Joseph Tierney, Galway road, brought 
a civil action against Dr. M. F. 
Quinlan, medicai officer, Loughrea, for £10 
damages for assault. i 
Laurence Carty, T.C., and John Broderick, 
Loughrea, were aléo summoned by Tierney 
for assauit. 
Plaintiff swore that he met Dr. Quinlan, 
who asked him what he had to say to him. 
Witness replied that he had nothing to say, 
and defendant then hit him and knocked him 
on the road. Dr. (Quinlan had a revolver in 
his hand, and he hit witness in the windpipe. 
Witness was stunned from the fall, and he 
next discovered Dr. Quinian spreadeagied 
over him. He continued to strike witness 
with the revolver on the throat and shoulders. 
Carty and Broderick came up and ny nn 
witness while he was endeavouring to free 
himself, and threw him again on his back, 


Broderick striking plantiff’s eyes with his’ 


fist. 

Cross-examined, witness denied that he told 
Dr. Qrimlan previously that there would be 
bloodshed in Loughrea if he took over the 
medival officership, He asked Dr. Quinlan if 
he received a resolution from Loughrea re- 
ayesting him not to accept the appointment. 
ne never Jed a crowd in Loughrea in the 
agitation against Dr. Quinlan.

ma ENDANT’S EVIDENCE, 
Dr. Quinlan said that Tierney squared up 
to him and said if witness was looking for 
fight he would get plenty of it. They then 
got into handigrips. ‘lierney tripped him, 
and they both fell. He carried a revolver, 
and had 14 in his hip pocket that night. 

Sergeant Flanagan stated that he was aware 
that Dr. Quinlan had not touched intox)- 
eating drink since last Christmas, Plaintiff 
was actively associated, but in a concealed 
way, with the dispute about the medical 
officership in Loughrea. He helped to incite 
the agitation and made the balls for othiers 
to fire them. He was instrumental to a large 
extent in maintaining the agitation agains! 
Dr. Quinlan, 

Mr. Cahill, the District Justice, said that 
he believed Dr. Quinlan was the aggressor 
on this occasion, and the plaintiff tried to 
give as much as he could, but evidently did 
not succeed. He knew as much about 
Loughrea as anybody else in regard to this 
dispute, and was aware that Dr. Quinlan had 
had a fairly bad time since he took up duty 
there as a medical officer. He would assess 
nominal damages. He gave a decree for |s., 
with two guineas medical expenses and costs, 
and dismissed the case of assault against 
Carty and Broderick.

CRIME NO. 2. 


MAN CHARGED WITH 
MURDER. 


At Brighton Town Hall yesterday Jack 
Notyre, known as Tony Mancini, and by 
other names, whose age was given as 26, 
was charged with the wilful murder of 
Violet Saunders, toe dancer, also. known 
as Violet Kaye (her stage name), and as 
Violet Watson, whose body was found on 
Sunday in a trunk im a Brighton house. 
Notyre had worked in Brighton as a 
waiter. 

The proceedings in court. occupied only 
seven minutes. Notyre was remanded in 
custody until July 26. 

Noty: , a slightly-built, short, dark 
man, with wavy hair, was wearing a blue 
serge jacket over a grey flannel shirt. 
He stood grasping the dock rail and 
staring at the magistrates. 

Detective-Inspector Pelling, asking. for 
a remand, said that many inquiries had 
still to be made. 

Chief-Inspector Donaldson entered the 
witness box, and Mancini’s eyes never left 
him until evidence of. the charge was 
given. 

Then he smiled wanly to himself and 
whispered '' No, sir. 

The inspector told how on July 15 he 
saw the black trunk in a basement room 
at 52 Kemp street, and how early on 


‘Tuesday he went to Lewisham, near 


London, and took the accused man into 
custody, 

At Lewisham the accused man made a 
statement. When charged at Brighton he 
said: ‘‘ All I can say, sir, is that I am not 


guilty.” 


Notyre was then remanded. 
The inquest on Violet Saunders was 


opened later, and was adjourned until 
August 29. 


The Inquest was also resumed yesterday 


at Brighton on the torso found in a trunk 
at the Brighton Central Railway Station 
on June 18.
